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JAPAN, 

The news by this mail indicates that our relations with Japan 
are still of a very unsatisfactory character. A merchant re- 
siding in Yokuhama has been attacked in his office by seven 
two-sworded officials, who were accompanied by a number of 
coolies. This attack is said to have arisen from an attempt to 
circumvent a refractory Japanese debtor by obtaining payment 
in kind through the medium of a third party who bought silk 
from the native debtor, referring him for payment to his foreign 
creditor, into whose godown the silk was conveyed. In 9 few 
hours the native’s friends and coolies attacked the foreigner, 
pinioned him, and took back the silk. Another merchant's 
godown was entered in open day, and some copper, about which 
there was a dispute as to price, was forcibly taken away. 
That acts like these are performed without the connivance of 
the authorities, no one will believe who is at all conversant 
with the system of Government espionage current in Japan. 

At the same time we learn that the Governor of Kanagawa 
has endeavoured to dissuade Mr. Aleock from taking his pro- 
posed journey overland from Nagasaki to Yedo. Evidently the 
old plan of endeavouring to intimidate the foreigners, and thus 
eventually inducing them to leave the country, is being tried 
once more. If, at this critical juncture, our Consul or our 
merchants show any signs of wavering or fear, British com- 
merce in Japan will suffer a shock from which it may take 
years to recover. It will be seen that these accounts do not 
warrant the startling telegram which was received by way of 
Malta a few days since. 

We have before us the first number of The Nagasaki 
Shipping List and Advertiser, which appeared on June 22, and 
is to be “the official organ of all notifications proceeding from 
Her Britannic Mojesty’s Legation, Consulate-General, and Con- 
sulates in Japan.” We are heartily glad that a want which 
has for some time been felt, is now to be supplied, and, judg- 
ing from the first issue, we have every reason to believe that 
the paper will be ably conducted. The editor states that in 
the management of the journal he shall aim at something more 
than his unassuming title would lead us to expect, and shall 
endeavour, while giving information respecting shipping and 
foreign trade, to afford interesting and original information 
with regard to the marvellous country so lately opened to our 
enterprise. If such information be accurate, we believe that 
this Nagasaki Advertiser will find a number of readers in Eng- 
land as well as in Japan.* With reference to a proposed Chamber 
of Commerce, the journal has the following :— 

“We have much pleasure in noticing that on the 8th inst, at a meet- 
ing held at the offices of Messrs. Arnold and Co., many of the principal 
merchants and commission agents constituted themselves into a Chamber 
for the regulation of the practice and the protection of the interests of 
the commerce of this porte We regret that we have not space for a full 
report of the proceedings, and can only now notice that, after a resolu- 
tion declaratory of the formation of the Chamber, Messrs. Alt, Arnold 








“Copies of The Nagasaki Shipping List and Advertiser can be 
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(chairman), and Glover were appointed a committee of general manage- 
ment for the first year. We are informed at a subsequent meeting the 
committee were instrueted to notify the formation of the Chamber to the 
Consuls of the Treaty Powers, with a view to obtaining their recognition 
of it; and also that they should communicate to the Govemor of Naga- 
saki, explaining to him its objects; amongst the most important of which 
would be co-operation with the native authorities in the suppression of il~ 
legal trafic and abuse of Treaty privileges.” 

‘The paper also informs us that aclub, to consist of twenty 
members, has been established at Nagasaki under the presidency 
of J. Loureiro, Esq. There can be no doubt that such an insti- 
tution is much needed at the port, and will tend to remove, in a 
great measure, the isolation of our merchants there. 

‘The subjoined intelligence, with reference to the launch of a 
European vessel, will also interest our readera :— 

“ In a few days we expect to witness the launch of the first European 
vessel built in Japan, Mr, J. Mitchell, of the Aberdeen yards, has now 
nearly completed the building of a schooner-yacht, of about twenty tons 
measurement, to the order of W. J. Alt, Eeq., with which we have heard 
many of the cognoscenti in such matiers expreas their high approval. 
Mr. Mitchell, who has only commenced business within the last three 
months, has already upon the stocks (besides the little vessel above alluded 
to) two of a much larger measurement. We hope they will prove to be 
the first of a long line of successors.” 








CHINA. 
PEKING, 

There are no; signs ‘of ‘tho Emperor's return to the capital, 
and it is reported that ho is building at Zchol. There seems 
ta be but little doubt of his being in very bad health, and but 
a short time since it was even whispered among the Chinese 
that he was dead, but this was subsequently contradicted. 

Foreigners are yet unable to enter Peking, except in the case 
of those who have been fortuuate enough to secure the friendly 
services of some great man at Court. It is to be hoped this 
state of things will not long continue, but will speedily alter 
for the better ; for the freer and more constant our intercourse 
with the Celestials, the sooner will our political and commercial 
relations with them be placed on a firin and secure footing— 
bat it may havo been wise in Mr, Bruce to show some con- 
ciliation at first to the Chinese. 

TIEN-TSIN. 

The latcst news from this port is to the 24th June. In a 
commercial poiat of view, reports are unfavourable, but there is 
every prospect ofa brisk trade springing up. The traders had 
departed for the interior, and wero not expected to return till 
August. ” 

The Imperial forces, under Shing-pao, are said to have 
inflicted a severo defeat upon the Rebels, and to have checkel 
their advance northwards, Great anxicty is expressed by the 
Imperialists that the foreign troops should remain at Tien-tsin. 

The vessels in port are :—At Tien-tsin : Crystal, 
Rouma. At Taku and Roads: Fawn, Wilheho, Cordonan, Imogen, 
Theodore, Julic, C. E. Tilton, Harriet Armitage, Gemini, Bor- 
derer, Alma, Wanderer, ‘ien-tsin, Argus, Felix, Miranda, Lan- 
rick, Ballarat, Causan, Egean. These latter lie about ten miles 
from the Forts, and find considerable difficulty in landing their 
cargoes, the boats not being willing to come out, The charge 
for lighterae is also very high, as much as 480 cash per picul 
being paid. 

In some instances the owners and captains of ships have 
had to bear heavy losses, in consequence of having signed bills 
of lading at Shanghai for goods to be delivered at ‘Tien-tsin, 
and on the arrival of the vessel at the bar, even sometimes if 
only fifteen or twenty tons, it has been impossible to pass it, 
as there are times when they cannot be communicated with 
for three or four days, and they have in such cases to pay $2 
to $22 per ton to boat the cargo up the river. 

The heat is described as excessive. The thermometer stands 
one hundred and forty in the sun and one hundred and two in 
the shade. When tne weather is wet all is mud—when dry, all 
is dust. Fires were very frequent, and foreign residents were 
much alarmed for the safety of their stores, The peopte con- 
tinued civil, but the fecling was that upon the withdrawal of the 
troops the mandavins would be troublesume. 

We observe that Mr. Mongan has issued a notification, under 
date June 10, that he has arranged with his Excelleucy the 
Superintemicut of Trade for the three Northern ports, with a 
view to the convenicnce of merchants. that such vessels as 
remain ab Taka for tue uulading and lading of cargo may 
hand in their papers aud manifests to the Customs officers here 
stationed, whereup om they wi ve the “ Discharge Permit.”

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THE YANG-TSE KIANG. 

Dates from Hankow are to the 25th Juma> It is snid that 
the Rebels are approaching nearer to the city. The siege of 
Chinkiang has at last been raised, and the insurgents (about 
15,000 strong) are nowhere to be seen in the neighbourhood, 
They began to relinquish their operations sbout the 5th June, 
and for a few days after that, afew straggling bands could be 
seen about the country making their usual display of gaudy 
banners, occasionally advancing towards the place, and again 
retiring, probably with a view of deceiving the Imperialists 
while the main body of them got off clear. They kept up this 
kind of diversion for a few days and then entircly disappeared, 
and all alarm on their account has now ccased. It is said the 
Imperialists mustered 18,000 or 20,000 men, of whom 6,000 
were Tartars, and could easily, had. they exhibited but ordinary 
courage, have dispersed their besiegers. 

The following letter has been addressed by Mr. Roberts, the 
American Baptist Missionary, who resides with the Rebels, to 
the Editor of the China Mail :— 

Nanking, May 29, 1861. 

Sir—I have just learned that one of your local neighbouring papers 
has been slandéring, as usual, the only missionary in Nanking; stating 
that he keeps a parcel of girl servants to wait on him, insinuating that 
mére than likely he uses them in more ways than for mere ordinary ser- 
vants. If the information be correctly reported, it is an unmitigated slan- 
der, without the shadow of foundation, as can be proved by various mis~ 
sionaries who have called on him at various times, and one continued with 
him for more than a month. ting that portion of the mansion 
occupied by Teen Wang and his family, all females are strictly prohibited 
the premises. One was brought in by a native teacher—his own little 
daughter, ten or twelve years old; and as soon as the information got out 
the head manager of the premises came and hurried her off, not allowing 
her time to eat her breakfast. It is true that Teen Wang uses girls as 
personal servants, but with five wives of his own there is not much occa- 
sion, notwithstanding, to insinuate any uncleanness his case other 
than that of polygamy. But as to prostitution or concubinage, | presume 
that such is not allowed in this city; [have never heard of anything of the 
kind here, and suppose that such a practice openly known would be the 
‘most direct road to Tec tation, Ta this respect, and its cognates, i.e. gam- 
bling, opium-smoking, fortune telling, and priestcraft, including idolatry, 
this city may justly be esteemed the wonder of the world, having ex- 
cluded and’ purged out the whole. There may be secret exceptions, 
but the public and general course of things runs in this uncommonly 
pure and extraordinary channel, for which Teen Wang should have due 
credit, whatever else may be his faults and failings. And however ob- 
jectionable polygamy may be, it is certainly less objectionable than the 
other course of uncleanness, prostitution. and concubinage, practised by 
some of the citizens of more enlightered nations, who would feign take 
many exceptions at the polygamy of Teen Wang and his people," While 
we make no apology for this, we deeply deplore that, and must conclude 
that polygamy is the lesser evil of the two. The one may land the trans- 
gressor in hell, if he perseveres in it; the other will certainly do so! 
And what an elernity! for “one morsel of meat” to sell one’s hope of 
heaven, 

Isee from the local papers the current has turned against the revolu- 
tionists — nor am I poing to become their apologist. Sutice it to say, few 
subjects have but one phase, and hence I propose turning this over a little 
and looking at another We mortals, and editors, too, are quite liable 
to extremes. One day commending above measure, and again censuring 
below demerit. But for a solution of this subject we must analyse its 
parts a little, and look higher than to broken heads and burning cities for 
our explanation on the other tack. A revolution, and especially civil 
war, is and must be always unpleasant to the common people. But 
do not editors admit, as well as missionaries, that there is a higher 
power that rules among the nations ? and, if 50, the one who wrote thie 
article before me must admit that God has not been an idle spectator 
of the Teen Wang movement, that it has not all happened so; ‘for he 
has said, “the nation and kingdom that will not serve me shall perish.” 
Has not China been tested long enough, and peed by their practice for 
thousands of years that they “will not serve” Christ, the Lord? Did not 
the Canaanites, when they had filled up their iniquity, perish by Joshua, 
as effectually as these are now perishing, and more so? And what a hue 
and cry the editors of that day might have raised against Joshua, about the 
cruelty of his course, his injury to commerce, anda thousand other faults. 
Rut we excuse the matter, because it was the appointment of Jehovah that 
he should exterminate the nations of that land — men, women, and children, 
and destroy their idols, and introduce a new religion. And how do we 
know but what the appointment is from the same high authority in this. 
case ? It is claimed to be, and the above text seems to favour theidea. And 
in fact would it not be better in the highest sense of the word for half the 
nation to be exterminated, than to go on as they have been doing, if the 
other half would thereby learn righteousness? ‘But the editor says their 
religion is worse than none. Whatever their religion is in itself. there is 
one stubbora fact, that the missionary here preaches, sings, and prays. 
publicly and daily to large congregations in the streets, in the city and oute 
side of the city, wherever he pleases, no man forbidding him. Mr. Editor, 
could this have been done ten years ago? You knowit could not. ‘Then 
is not this one of the triumphs of this religion, that the people may have 
the gospel, the means of grace, and attain to the hope of glory? Again, 
perhaps there are few cities in the world—none I presuine—so uniformly 
moral as this, And is not this to be credited to their religion, if not to 
what other account? And there are fewer obstacles in the way of the 
whole community (excepting the case of polygamy) becoming truly re- 
ligious, converted, and saved, than in any city or community I ever lived 
in or read of, considering the size of the place. All the stubborn ditti- 
culties in Canton to making and maintaining a pure church, such as are. 
bred in the bones and interwoven in the very souls of the peovle, like 
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fornication, oplum-smoking, idolatry, gambling, and fortune+telling, are 
here steal orcluded, papi jicly known ; leaving the people 
apparently ready prepared for the Lord. And is not this a triumph above 
‘human nature, justly to be attributed to their religion? Ay, and excoed- 
ing the effects of our own religion on the foreign community generally in 
the place where this paper was printed ! f 

‘With these data on which to predicate an opinion, I must conclude that 
their religion places them far in advance of the Imperialists, and, in fact, 
rather in advance, in » moral sense, of that part of our foreign community 
who walk after the ficsh, fulfilling its lusts, without any conscientious 
scruples or God-fearing restraints, 

But as to talking about manufactories, commerce, and the like, before 
they have any treaties, and while they are fighting for their very existence, 
itis simply talking nonsense ; nothing of the like could be expected for 
some time And as to their devastation and cruelty, will find 
it little bette in any sity where the commander allows it sacked, however 
religious he may be himself. And as to calling Teen Wang and Chung 





‘Wang by ugly names, such as “ one is dreamer,” and the other 
“a senrual, ruthless brigand,” this amounts to no argument at all, but 
rather shows spitefuness than otherwise. “Give a dog (s king) a bad 


name and bang him.” These are revolutionists, and do what other revo- 
lutionists would most likely do under like circumstances. They are both 
kings, and shrewd, intelligent men, at the top of their class. I know 


. them well, for I have lived in both their mansions, and can testify that

may be men, 

writing does but little good in this case pro or con, I would recom. 
mend that the method of prayer be tried, which “moves the hand that 
‘moves the world,” by editors and all others who feel an interest in the wel- 
fare of this nation. 

T have not criticised this paper before me quite enough yet. The editor 
says, “ All despotisms are bad enough, but the present insurgent move- 
ment, should it prove successful, will be not only an ordinary, but a 
religious despotism.” Sad—sad, but not so bad but it might be 
wore! But this reads mightily like special pleading against the 
revolutionists. His meaning is not clear, but if he means anythi 
like just censure, he means that religious toleration will not be allowe 
And, if s0, he is surely begging the question, and anticipating a woful con- 
dition, for which he has not the shadow of foundation. The fact is that, 
when his religious instructor from Canton arrived last October, Teen Wang 
inamediately sent him word, by the Prime Minister, Kow Wang, that he was 
not only at liberty to preach and invite his own brethren, thebaptists, to come 
and help him, but that he appointed him No. 1, to take the superinten- 
dence and management of this “religious despotism ;" to which he readily 
consented, and united with Chung Wang in availing himself of so favour- 
able an opportunity to extend as wide a religious toleration to all nations 
and denominations as the newspapers would circulate, Afterwards, at 
his solicitation (with others), a written document was issued from 
the throne, by the young prince with his father’s seal, giving free re- 
ligious toleration to all, both Protestants and Catholics; a transla~ 
tion of which the paper before me published. Then why does he talk 
about a “religious despotism 2” He must mean a despotism in religious 
matters, or else he does the revolutionists an exceeding injustice. And 
‘on what grounds docs he charge them with religious depotism? Has 
Teen Wang committed any overt act interdicting the toleration 
granted by his son, the young Prince? He can point to none—none has 
been committed, nor likely to be. For the editor knows very well that 
the English and French would not allow such after having whipped it out 
of the imperialists, were these to attempt “ religious despotism,” at which 
all christendom would say—Amen ; but not to an interference with their 
revolutionary movements, while in the ordinary course of such affairs it 
would only make bad wore. Let neutrality prevail among foreign nations 
with regard to this, and He who rules over all will ultimately manage this 
matter according to his own judgment. 

SHANGHAL 

From Shanghai we learn that several valuable silk cargoes 
have been plundered by people supposed to belong to the insur- 
gent party. Gunboats have been sent to obtain restitution, 
and to enforce respect to all merchandise for the future. The 
endeavour is stated to have proved successful. 

Kin-hwa, a city two or three days journey from Ningpo, has 
fallen into the hands of the Rebels; and another city, La-kee, 
close to Kin-hwa, is reported also to have fallen. 

The Americans at Shanghai have established a private police, 
since the peace of their quarter has been much broken of late 
by quarrels, the very refuse of the foreign population drifting 
in that direction. 

From the China Mail of the 19th ult, we extract the fol- 
lowing :— 

“ Chapoo was visited by H.B.M.’s Consul on the 7th of last month; he 
called there with the Encounter on his way from Shanghai 
that the desolation and misery of the place defy all descrij 
the suburbs are a mass of ruins, not a soul to be seen. The 
city of the dead, with a few ruffianly scoundrels, calling themselves Rebels, 
prowling about and ruling over the few wretches who were unable to flee at 
Altogether, the scene is described as one not easily for- 
The in the Encounter are said to have had 
a long interview with the Rebel chief, to whom the Admiral's letter was 
delivered. In that letter the Rebels were informed that they would not be 
allowed to take Ningpo, or even to approach in two days’ march of the 
city. The fact is that Ningpo, like Shanghai, is so mixed up with our 
‘own interest, that we should suffer materially if we allowed the city to fall 
and to be the scene of anarchy, confnsion, and bloodshed.” 

‘The Rebele who plundered the silk en rowe from the silk 
districts, as stated in the last advices, have been brought to their 
sense-, Roderic Dhu paid them a visit in the gunboat Flamer, 
and made them return the whole of the plunder. At first they 
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were slightly inclined to “bounce,” but the sight of the big 
gun and the exhibition of a bold front, soon brought them on 
their knees, The most important feature in this intelligence is 
the fact, that gunboats are enabled to approach the very con- 
fines of the silk districts, and it is confidently hoped that the 
passage will in future be kept clear by their instrumentality. 

The Fire Dart and Governor-General had both arrived back 
from Hankow. It is reported that a very large quantity of na- 
tive produce is waiting shipment at Hankow. Both the above- 
named steamers were being hurried back ; the Chusan and the 
Fernandes being also laid on. The country below Havkow was 
still flooded, and the current ran down the Yang-tsze as strong 
asever, On the last trip the Governor-General lost three an- 
chors, and broke her hawse pipes. 

The will of Tienwang was found at Ningpo during the late 
visit of HM.S Encounter, and a strange document it is. We 
can only find space to transcribe a portion of it. After the 
opening paragraphs, stating to whom the will is addressed, it 
runs on as follows 

‘The Dynasty of Taiping shall endure for myriads of myriads of years. 
Foreign affairs shall be regulated by the Director, and the Consuls of 
the Dependant States shall deal justly with him. The Title of the Con- 
suls shall vary with their State. All States are under the Father and 
Elder Brother, obeying the dictates of the Three Treaties. 

Walking in the way of our Three Treaties. The First Treaty is the 
Reverence of God and Mutual Love. The Second is the Worship of 
God and Mutual Intercourse. The Third is the Reverence of God and 
giving no aid to the “ Imps.” The Offices of the Capital and elsewhere 
are hereditary. i 

‘Also we give notice that the Title of the Consuls will vary as the name 
of their States, thus :—The seal of the English Consul will run “ Af or 
Ny, English Consul, Foreign Director, Chamberlain of the Court of the 
Divine Kingdom of Universal Peace.” The seal of the American Consul 
—“ Mor N, American Consul, Foreign Director and Chamberlain of 
the Court of the Divine Kingdon of Universal Peace.” Of the French 
Consul—* M or N, French Consul, Foreign Director and Chamberlain 
of the Court of the Divine Kingdom of Universal Peace.” Of the Russian 
Consul—* M or NV, Russian Consul, Foreign Director and Chamberlain 
of the Court of the Divine Kingdom of Universal Peace ;” of the Turk- 
ish Consul [the same]; of the Austrian Consul [the same]: of the 
Prussian Cuusul [the sine] ; of the Japanese Consul {ere same] ; of the 
Swedish Consul [the same]; and the seals of allthe other Consuls of the 
various States will run the same way. Thus the whole world will be at 
peace. Harmony and benevolence will prevail among men, all forming 
one family with the elder brother and us. Putting off their innate sin. 
Obtaining eternal life, Attaining to Heaven. 

SWATOW. 

Mr. Consul Caine has returned from his tour up the river, 
without however accomplishing the object of his visit. The 
gunboat went up within seven miles of Chau-chau-fu, and 
could ascend no higher, though up to that point it was found 
that even much larger vessels than the gunboat could go easily 
and safely, and by the destruction of a stone bridge the gun- 
boat could approach much nearer to the city. Mr. Caine and 
a small party walked four or five miles till they arrived within 
sight of the city, but they were prevented from advaucing 
further in that direction. The excitement and rage that pre- 
vailed in the city were terrific, when it was found that 
foreigners were actually about to enter it. The Taou-tai was 
indeed favourably inclined towards them, and not only pro- 
vided a house for the entertainment of the visitors, but sent 
chairs out of the gates of the town to bring them to their 
destination. But the chairs were seized by the enraged popu- 
lace and torn into fragments, and the house which had been 
provided for their entertainment was levelled to the ground. 
The people roso en masse to prevent the Taou-tai’s good pur- 
pose being carried into effect. The latter official was powerless, 
and informed the Consul that he could not protect him if he 
came to the city. The Consul, being without any sufficient 
force at hand to proceed on his journey with prudence, had no 
other course before him than to retire in season. We see what 
disposition there is in Chau-chau-fu to observe the Treaty 
stipulation. The Admiral will need to make more effectual 
provision for putting Mr. Cairne into the city: people need to 
feel an irresistible force. The party that procecded up the 
river on this expedition, found a beautiful and fertile country 
inhabited by a dense population.

An ordinance has been framed for the estimated expenditure 
of 1862, amounting to £68,100, which is to be disbursed as 
follows :—Civil Establishments: The Governor, £50 ; Colonial 
Secretary, £337.

The following is the reply of Mr. Bruce to the merchants in 
China on the subject of the Canton claims. In another column 
it will bo seen that these claims have been admitted by Her Ma- 
jesty’s Government :— 





Pexinc, June 14, 1861. 

I have the honour to acknowledge receipt of Pied 
memorial, urging a speedy settlement of the claims arising out of the 
losses suffered by H.M.'s subjects at Canton. I have already brought 
under the notice of H. M.’s Government the very complicated subject, and to 
obviate delay I have proposed a scheme for paying off in the first instance 
the claims arising out of actual loss in Property and goods on the basis of 
the tinvostigation made by Mr. Alcock. But Iam unsble to pro- 
ceed to any distribution of the funds received until H.M.’s Go- 
vernment decides whether the whole or a fixed: proportion of the 
accruing receipts on account of indemnity are to applied in 
satisfaction of the Canton claims, Admitting the interest will be 
given so far as the fund of 2,000,000 (two millions) of tacls extend, it 
will be evident to you that the amount of money disposable under this 
head will depend on the decision come to with reference to the large class 
of claims which may be designated as consequential and speculative 
damages in contradistinction to actual loss. It may be of use to you to 
know, that, as far as I am informed, H.M.’s Government consider that the 
receipts on account of indemnity should be applied as they come in— 
partly in satisfaction of the Canton claim, and partly in payment of war 
expenses. 

ith reference to the last paragraph of your letter, I am happy to state 
that I see reasonable ground for anticipating that our intercourse with the 
high officials of China will lead to a better understanding between the 
two nations than has hitherto existed.—I have the honour to be your 
most obedient, humble servant, (Signed) FReperick W. A. BRucg.

Mr. Robert Swinhoe, of the Consulate at Amoy, has writ te 
to the Zoological Society, stating that he is doing his utmost 
to procure for the gardens several Japanese and Formosan deer, 
and says :—If the Zoological Society will remunerate the mas- 
ters of the vessels for the conveyance of live deer, Idare say I 
can manage to defray all expenses here in procuring the animals.” 

At Pok-foo-lum, about three miles from Hong Kong, the 
ground is being prepared for building. Consequent, it is sup- 
posed, upon the necessary excavations, the health of the native 
Iabourers has suffered ecverely, and the proportion of deaths 
among those employed has been astonishing. It is supposed 
that the ground has never before been broken, and that, ag in 
the caso of the early days of Hong Kong, the frst disturbance 
of soil has been attended by noxious exhalations, 

The sales of Government land at Hong Kong during four 
days have realised by promiums the sum of $180,000, and they 
add to the rovenue of the colony a permanent rental of $17,000. 
The China Mail speaks in strong language against the impolicy 
of some of these sales, as blocking up spots of ground which 
were invaluable in the most crowded parts of the Chinese town 
as breathing spaces, and points of advantage in cases of fire. 

The Acorn will proceed to Shanghai shortly, to be there used 
for a variety of purposes—one especially, namely a Post-office. 
Quarters are now being prepared in the after part of the vessel 
for the Clerks, &e.

CANTON. 

Wo are constantly observing complaints in the China papers 
of the aunoyances and expenses entailed upon merchants in 
consequence of the new Customs regulations, but we have 
hitherto refrained from giving any opinion on the subject, from 
the extreme difficulty we have felt in arriving at the truth, 
since no counter statements have been put forth by the Custom- 
house officials. One case, however, has come to our knowledge 
so obviously unjust, that it inclines us to believe that there is 
some truth in the reiterated complaints of the writers to whom 
we have referred. 

Two hundred bales of silk were some time since for- 
warded to England from Canton, and on being found 
in some respects defective, they were re-shipped for China. 
On arriving there, tho Custom House official at Canton 
not only refused to allow the drawback, but actually in- 
sisted on an import duty. An act 80 unreasonable, vexatious, 
and injurious to commerce requires to be explained, and, if 
possible, justified. The Merchants of China have a right to ex- 
pect that, since they have to put up with vexatious delays not 
customary under the old system, they should be at least pro- 
tected from such ignorance as here displayed. We have always 





been of opinion that the Foreign Inspectorate should be prov 
ductive of much good, and an improved regime, if properly ad 
mini 
THE PHILIPPINES,, 
MANILA. 


The Burdeos y Havana, from Liverpool, arrived 29th June. 
The actual sales of goods have been very small, nearly the 
whole of those now reported having been made some time 
ago “to arrive.” As further receipts of goods are not ex- 
pected for upwards of a month, both importers and dealers 
may have time to clear off a portion of their heavy stocks, 
though the present time, being the wet season, is by no means 
the most favourable for effecting sales. The Philippine, from 
Grangemouth, brought coals and machinery for Government, 
and the Swedish brig Hilda Charlotte, from Boston, takes the 
greater part of her cargo to Hong Kong. The quotations for 
produce continue much as before, though the sterling cost is 
considerably lessened by a further decline in the rate of ex- 
change and also of freights, which are likely to be still lower. 
The exports of the last six months show a considerable in- 
erease in most of the principal articles of produce, but unless 
the advices prove much more favourable than van at present 
be reasonably expected, shipments should materially fall off 
during the remainder of the year. x 





BORNEO. 
SARAWAK, 

The Singapore Free Press gives the following account of Sir 
James Brooke. This intelligence reached us after our lending 
article on Borneo was written :— 

‘The Sarawak flotilla arrived off the Muka river on the 20th June, and 
Pangeran Diy and Seriff Masahore immediately surrendered. The 
latter had held a final council, the evening before, with his chief ad- 
herents, Talip and Sawing (the murderers of Messrs. Fox and Steele), 
who forthwith made their escape up country and have not since been 
heard of. The people wero starved and worn out, and the majority were 
looking to the arrival of the Sarawak forces as the means of delivering 
them from the very wretched life they had been leading for a long ti 
past. Some of the more desperate men, headed > 
talked loudly of resistance, but pride yielded to necessity, and they ac- 
cepted the terms offered—life and property at a distance, 

‘A few days afterwards the Sarawak forces took possession of the fort, 
which will be held until matters are finally adjusted between the Sultan, 
of Brunei and the Rajah of Sarawak, respecting the future government of 
that part of the country. Sir James Brooke will remain for the present 
at Muka, to introduce order and good government, a task that will be by 
no means an easy one, if we may judge from the description given in a 
letter from the scene :—“ This place is an Augean stable of slavery and 
coreuptlon,, and some river or other of sweet waters must be turned

As soon as order was re-established the le collectin, > 
and ther was every prospect ofa brisk and increaag fade, At Sunol, 
‘on receipt of the news of the bloodless victory, a salute was fired; within 
forty-eight hours one prebu had cleared for Muka, and numbers were. 
preparing to follow. ‘The greatest activity prevailed, so that in a short 
time it isto be hoped the past may beina manner retrieved, and the 
prosperity of the coasting trade ensured. 

JAVA, 
BATAVIA. 
REPAIR OF THE SINGAPORE AND BATAVIA CABLE. 

The Dutch screw steamer Draak started with six and three- 
quarter miles of new deep sea cable on board, intended to repair 
the cable in the Straits of Banka, The examination of the cablo 
was commenced with that pait between one hundred and 
seventy-six to one hundred and seventy-nine miles from Batavia, 
lying to the south of Lucipara, and which was laid in a W.N.W. 
direction, it being proposed to splice on the new six and three- 
quarter mile cable, and to lay it further to the N.W. in a depth 
of two fathoms. On taking up this three and a quarter miles 
of cable it was found that where it lay the bottom consisted of 
blue and soft mud, like that on the east coast of Sumatra, and 
that the cable in this mud was not encrusted with shells, but 
remained clean and undamaged and as good as new. 

After this examination the Dreak returned to Batavia in 
order to repair the ruptures in the cable near that place. From 
the mouth of Muara baru, where the shore end of the cable is 
situated, to a distance of about forty miles from Batavia, 
WS.W. of Pulo Katok, the number of breaks were not less 
than twenty, the repairs of which occupied along time. It is 
noticeable that all these breaks were found in the deep sea 
cable, while the whole line from the south of the Agnita 
islands to the south of Middleburg and Amsterdam, where 
the shore end cable lies, was not damaged ‘in a single place. 
Of the deep sea cable, which was under-run for a length of 
forty miles, it was found in some places that the iron wire 
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covering had wholly disappeared, while in others it had become 
very thin. It is reported that the line will be again in work- 
‘ing order. 


MALACCA STRAITS, 
SINGAPORE. 

An interesting account of Bankok has reached us, of which 
we shall avail ourselves in our next number. 

The Prince Charlie, which had just commenced loading at 
Penang for London, was burnt and sunk at her anchorage. She 
had on board a small quantity of cargo. 

Her Majesty's steamer Charybdis, Captain Keane, proceeded 
to Labuan on the 16th July, having on board Mr, Callaghan, 
who has been appointed to administer the government of that 
colony during the absence of the Hon. Mr. Edwardes. In 
noticing the appointment of this gentleman, the Hong Kong 
Daily Press writes :-— 

Our readers will please bear in mind that when Mr. Callaghan was 
appointed Chief Magistrate of this colony, the situation had been vacant 
for nearly two years. Wben the Duke of Newcasile was absent in 
America with the Prince of Wales, Mr. Callaghan received an intimation 
from Mr. Fortescue, one of the Secretaries at the Colonial office, to the 
effect that the Secretaryship of this colony was at his disposal. As Louis 
‘Napoleon consented touccept of Savoy and Nice, so did Mr. Callaghan accept 
‘this appointment. In the coune of a week or two, however, Mr. Fortescue 
again sent for Mr. Cal » and stated that he had made a mistake—it 
being the appointment of Chief Magistrate, not of Secretary that was va-

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COMMERCIAL REPORT. 
CHINA—EXPORTS. 

SwANGHAT—Tea.—Black : The only settlements during the fortnight 
have been 900 chests of common descriptions of Congou at Tls. 18 to 
23 and 300 chests of low Flowery Pekoe at Tis. 22}. Settlements to 
date amount to 80,350 chests, against 276,100 chests at the same period 
last season. Stock - about 4,000 chests of common and spurious Congous 
and 1,000 chests Flowery Pekoes. Small settlements of the new season's 
Oopacks have been made at Hankow at Tis. 20 to 24 short price, costing 
probabl 1s. Od. to 23. laid down in England. These rates must be con- 
sidered high, and it is a matter for regret that buyers have consented to 

yy such prices. The really first-class teas of the district are said to have 
been sent to Canton, but it is believed that an ample proportion of the 
second and third crop will go to Hankow. Greens: There is little to re- 

no settlements of quotable extent have been made here, and the 
fingpo market is still in the hands of a few buyers for America, who con- 
tinue to pay extreme rates. Settlements for the fortnight: China tea, 
8,400 half-chests—Japan tea, 1,000 half-chests; to date, 150,000 half- 
chests and 61,400 packages respectively, against a total of 443,000 pack- 
ages at the close of last season. 

Foo-cnow-Foo.— Supplies have continued to come forward steadily. 
‘The unsatisfactory nature of the London advices of the 10th May, and the 
alarming intelligence from the United States, have combined to make 
buyers more chary lately, and rates tend downwards. Two vessels to 
London and one to Australia form all the exports for the fortnight. The 
settlements during the same period are reported as under : —Congous, 
17,000 chests and 15,000 half-chests at 9 to 18 taels for dusty to ordinary ; 
14 to 18 taels mixed leaf; 19 to 22 taels for best middling to middli gs 
23 to 27 taels for medium to second-class Kaisow; and 28 to 314 taels for 
first-class ditto, Souchongs—2,300 chests at 21 to 34 taels for medium to 
fine. 

Amoy.—The market continued closed until the 4th inst., when 1,730 
half.chests of Contract Plain Orange Pekoe were settled at $13.25 to 
$15.00, short price for common to good common quality. But little has 
been done since. settlements amount to only },890 half-chests at the 
above-mentioned prices. 

Canton.— About sixty chops of the new Oonams and Oopacks have 
arrived down. The former are a little inferior to last season, whilst the 
latter are deemed superior. Foreigners evinced much anxiety to purchase 
these teas, and although a concerted movement was attempted, still it 
soon yielded to the usual combined action ofthe teamen. The settlements 
of the fortnight are reported as follows :—Congous, 23 chops fine Oonams 
and Oopacks at 28} to 35} taels (being about one tael all round less than lest 

ear’s rates) 2,500 half-chests. ton made at 18 to 20 taels. Scented, 
Jens, 15,000 boxes Orange Pekoe at 244 to 81 tacls, and 2,000 boxes 
Caper at 25 to 50 taels. 
aw SILK.—Shanghai.— There have been large arrivals of new silky 
purchased at high prices in the interior, and the demands of the dealers 
were consequently too high to lead to much business in this market in face 
of the unfavourable news from America. The actual sales which have 
taken place may be estimated at about 150 bales of new silk, and the arri- 
vals on foreigners’ account at nearly 750 bales, in addition to which some 
600 bales old silk have found buyers, making a total settlement for the 
fortnight of 1,500 bales. The quality of the new crop has been injured 
by toohasty gathering and damp weather, and is inferior in colour and more 
or less foul and mixed. The prices given below must be considered no~ 
minal, the actual settlements of new silk being so trifling :—Tsatlees, No, 
8, Tis. 400 to 420 per picul; 4, Tls, 375 to 395 per picul; 5 and com., 
Tis, 350 to 370 per picul, Yuenfa, No. 1, Tls.

— English steam afloat may be quoted $10 to $11, and 
Sydney §7} to $8. 

‘T1EN-TSIN.— Business is completely at a stand, in consequence of the 
notice from the Chinese Commissioner, requiring native traders to report 
their purchases of foreign goods to his office, in order that they miay be 
examined and charged with a duty of 2} per cent. before obtaining a 
permit to pa-s into the interior. The traders complain that in addition to 
this tax they are subject to loss in the difference of weights, to fees to 
obtain exemption from petty annoyances, and many other vexations, No 
transactions have taken place in the present states of affairs. 


HANKOW. 

Imronrs.—The import market has not began to show any sign of life 
since the Rebels threatened the place in March last. The small shopkeepers 
have supplied themselves from a few native holders of old stock at the fol- 
lowing prices for stable goods :—tirey shirtings, 5} catty, 2 taels 64 catty, 
2.1.0. taels, 7 catty, 2.3. taels; white, 66 reed, 2.2.0. taels. T-cloth, 
1.6.0. taels to 1.7.0, taels. Brocades, assorted 2.8.0. taels ; white, 2.1.0, 
taels. Spots, assorted, 2.8.0. taels; white, 2.1.0. taels. Seaweed cut, 6 
taels; long, 5taels, Cuttlefish, 8 taels ; and isinglass $2 taels per picul. 
The season for woo!lens has not commenced. 

Expouts.—Teas have been somewhat retarded lately, owing to the 
presence of Rebels in the tea districts. About thirty-five chops have been 
seen, only six or eight of which have been offered for sale in the mar- 
ket. The aualiy is good, but the leaf has been hastil prepared : both 
condition and packing are excellent, Prices for first class Oopack may 
be quoted at 25 taels in Hankow, none offering ; good second class, 23 19 
24; inferior and broken leaf, 20 to 22 taels, There is nothing now on 
the market ready for shipment. il, 3 taels per tub of 75 catty; wax, 
31 taels per picul; vegetable tallow, 4 taels per picul. 


JAPAN.—KANAGAWA. 

Iuports.—During the past month cash transactions in imports have 
been entirely confined to camlete, for which there has been a good de- 
mand but at low rates, and one sale of 64-catty grey shirtings at $2.15. 
In barter we have heard of a few operations in 54-catty grey shirtings at 
$2.50, in 6}-catty to $2.30, and scarlet chintz at $2.50; excepting these, 
ull quotations are nominal. 

Exrorts.—Tea.—Recent advices from the home market having tended 
to curtail operations for direct shipment to England, the business of the 
past month has been confined to a few cath transactions in new leaf at a 
decline of from ¢2 to $3 por pioul ou previous rates, to fulr barter busl- 
ness in the fine grades of the old crop. The new crop promises to be 
abundant, but appears to be faulty in the manipulation and insufficiently 
fired. Settlements for the month about 1,500 piculs, Stocks in Yoku- 
hama about 1,000 piculs. 

Sitx.—During the past month our market has shown great activity, 
and settlements are estimated at from 1,100 to 1,200 bales; rates have 
still further declined, but a large portion of the business done having been 
in barter against imports correct quotations are not easily obtained. 
Quotations—Ida, Nos. 1 and 2, none; Nos. 2 and 3, $400 to $500. 
Mybash, Nos. 1 and 2, $460 to $480; Nos. 2 and 3, $400 to $430. 
Sodai, Nos. 1 and 2, none; Nos, 2 and 3, $360 to $400, _Re-recled, 
Nos, 1 and 2, $360 to $380; Nos, 2 and 3, $220 to $320. Cotea, $290 
to $920. The total exgort of silk from Ist July, 1860, to 1th May, 1861, 
is as follows:—England, 1,997 bales; Shanghai, 7,982 bales; Hong 
Kong, 191 bales: total, 10,150 bales.

Iuronts.—Few cash sales have taken place during the last fortnight, 
but numerous barter transactions have been effected. Low cash offers 
made for 6} catty grey shirtings and dyed brocades, and the former can 
be readily moved against various descriptions of produce. 
Exrouts.—Tea.—A few small parcels have been taken at very fair rates 
against imports, but forlarge lots of newseasons the Japanese are demanding 
full prices, and until these are reduced no large settlements are likely to 
be effected.

Sincarons.—The demand for European imports generally continued 
very dull from the date of the last mail until recently. The improved in- 
ity has been principally for cotton goods suitable for Siam and Cochin 
Chita, and considerable clearances ‘have taken place in. grey shirtings, 
T-cloths, and yarns, at prices previously ruling.

CASUALTIES, 


‘The Marmora, Captain Lyell, which lef Nagasaki for Kanagawa on 
he 17th June, returned into port on the afternoon of the next day, da- 
maged. It seems that at 1 4.3. on the 18th, in consequence of a strong 
N.W. current, the inaccuracy of the chart, and the density of a fog. she 
struck on one of the small islands to the N.E. of the Grotto Group. 
Not being able to judge of the extent of the damage, and finding that 
ome of the copper at least was gone, Captain Lyell returned to harbour, 








where she will be immediately hove down for examination. The survey 
not having been yet held, the particulars of damage cannot be learnt, nor 
is it yet determined if she will proceed to Kanagawa as originally in- 
tended ; if not the Teresa will take her place. 

‘The Ocean Mail, from London to Hong Kong, reports having had very 
heavy weather near the Straits of Sunda, and that the captain had been 
washed overboard. 

The Norno, from Newcastle N.S. W., was wrecked on the St. Augus- 
tine reef, on the Slst of March, and on the second day broke in the 
middle. The captain, his wife, and crew, all succeeded in reaching a small 
island, from whence a part of them proceeded in the long boat to Guam, 
which they reached on the 29rd April, and were forwarded by the Gover- 
nor to Manila. His Excellency offered a high remuneration to two vessels 
to go for the remainder of the crem, but they would not, and it is not 
known what has become of them. 

The Bommeleward, from Swatow to Shanghai, struck on a rock on the 
S0th June, about fhree miles from the former place. Captain Tucker has 
bought the wreck for $500, and as the deck can be seen at low-water will 
most likely succeed in ling her. 

‘The Danish brig Thor, while discharging her cargo in the harbour 0 
Tanti, was capsized, and three ballast-boats which were alongside. The 
Sarah Lucy and a Chinese junk succeeded in raising her, after being 
under water three days. Everything was spoilt in the ship, and her 
rigging, &e., much damaged.

FRANCE. 

Letters from Saigon, Cochin-China, present no very tempting 
picture of the place as a residence for Europeans. A corre- 
spondent writes from thence on the 29th June :— 

Our town is most inonotonous, and we really do not know what is going 
to be done with us. Militarily speaking, our work is at an end, and if 
colonisation is to be attempted that does not concern us, We hope that 
our general, on his arrival in Paris, will induce the Government to order 
our return to France—an event which we look for with the greatest im- 
patience. The climate of Saigon is not suited for Europeans; we are 
obliged to conceal ourselves from the sun, to fly from it as though it were 
the plague, and keep ourselves hermetically abut up. Our buts, 
Moreover, are not pleasant residences, Reeptites of all kinds— 
enormous scorpions, snakes three yards long, lizards, frogs, toads, 
te.—favour us with their company, and, at night, in spite of musquito 
curtains, we are tortured by those fearful insects. When the weather is a 
little cloudy, I take a ride on horseback, This is the only amusement 
we can procure, but the animals are such brutes that there is not much 
pleasure in mounting them. Bathing is a thing not to be indulged in, on 
‘account of the crocodiles, added to which fever is frequently the result of 
such a recreation, I have completely abandoned drawing and painting, 
for, with the heat which devours us, I have not the strength or the inclina- 
ion to handle a pencil or a brush.” 








HOLLAND, 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
AmsreRDaM, August 23. 

The First Chamber of the States-General was opened on the 
8th inst., and immediately proceeded to the business of the 
Session. Several bills that lately passed the Second Chamber 
were brought up for confirmation. On the introduction of the 
Bill for Confirming the Decree of the Governor-General of 
Netherlands India for the free importation of rice and paddy 
into Java and Madura, no opposition was offered in committee, 
though some members expressed their opinion that the mea- 
sure, which was good in itself, should be general and extended. 
equally to all the colonies in the Indian Archipelago. When the 
general debate came on, the Colonial Minister confessed that 
the Bill was notone of any practical importance, inasmuch as the 
islands in question oxported the article largoly, whilet the im- 
ports were quite nominal, for the whole quantity amounted last 
year to only two tons and s-half; the exports, on the other 
hand, during the same period, being of the value of more than 
a million and a-balf of florins, He stated at the same time 
that it was, his intention to bring in a Bill next session to 
modify generally the colonial tariff, and, among other things, to 
extend the free importation of paddy and rice to all the Dutch 
possessions in the East. The Bill finally passed without a 
division. 

From the estimates which have been printed for distribution 
to the members of the two Chambers of the States-General, the 
cost of the ten proposed railroads with a single line of rail, will 
amount to 80,053,181. ; and for bridges over canals, arms of 
the sca, &c, 27,137,8194. ; making a total of 107,191,0008. 

It is stated on good authority that on the proposal of the 
Colonial Department the King has granted a concession for the 
construction of a railway between Voorstenlanden and 
Samarang. 

Asa reward for the important services performed by H.N.M. 
steamers Jeinier Cluessen and Cedch against the pirates of 
Salloos Island in December, January, and February last, the 
King has knighted Captain-Lieutenart A. F. Siedenburg with 
the Order of the Netherlands Lion, and conferred the insignia 
of the Fourth Class of the Military Order of Willem upon the 
following :—Lieutenants of the First-Class C. J. van Mablen, 
and J. P. Willink (the latter acting commander of the Reinier 
Claessen) ; Second-Class Lieuts. A. C. Raven and C. A. Niesen ; 
Mr, C. van Berkel, paymaster ond purser, and ten non-commis- 
sioned officers and privates of the above-named vessels. In 
addition to this, honourable mention is made in an official 
order of the day to be read to the fleet, of Second-Class Lieuts. 
J. van ‘Tromp, J. J. Engelvaart, and K. A. Stakman-Bosse, as 
well as seven non-commissioned officers and seamen. 

The launch of a new clipper full-rigged ship, called the 
Orange Nassau, which was successfully accomplished last week 
at Dordrecht, is much talked of, as the first of a new class of 
vessels and a magnificent specimen of Dutch first-rate naval 
architecture. She is built for the house of Messrs. De Groot, 
Roelands and Co, of Schiedam, and will be commanded by 
Capt. G. Strang van Hees, She is to be exclusively employed 
in the East India trade,

Accounts have been received by the last Overland Mail that it 
is the intention of the ex-Governor-General Mynheer Pahud to 
leave Java on the Ist of September next, on his return to this 
country. 4 

King Maximilian of Bavaria, under the incognito of a Count 
von Werdenfels, is now staying at Scheveningen, on the coast 
near the Hague, for the benefit of sea-bathing. He is accom- 
panied by only a small retinue, amongst whom is His Majesty's 
favourite aide-de camp General von der Tann, who, in 1848, 
raised and commanded the celebrated free corps that did such 
signal service against the Danes in the campaign of Schleswig- 
Holstein in the war between Denmark and Germany. Al- 
though residing in strict privacy, he has been to the Hague 
to visit the King and Royal family, and received their 
counter-visit, The two monarchs have also exchanged the 
usual courtesies in the shape of their highest orders of knight- 
hood, the King of Bavaria having presented the King of the 
Netherlands with the decoration of the Bavarian House-Order 
of St. Hubert the Hunter, and received in excnange the Grand 
Cross of the Order of the Netherlands Lion,

Accounts have been received at the Naval Department of the 
arrival of the Government steamer Amserdam, Capt. Lieut. J. 
P. Mueller, on the 13th of June,Jat Simon’s Bay, from 
the East India station, During the voyage she experienced a 
heavy gale, which carried away her mainmast and quarter- 
boats, but no loss of life is reported. 

Firat-Class Lieut. L. H. de Stuers, R.N., is appointed naval 
aide-de-camp to H.R.H. Prince Henry of the Netherlands, 
vice Capt.-Lieut. J. A. Arnkenius resigned. This latter officer, 
it will be remembered, but lately received the above appointment 
in the room of Capt. May, promoted to the rank of rear-admiral, 
and appointed to the chief command of the naval forces in the 
Eastern Archipelago, in replacement of Rear-Admiral Vogelpoot, 
who returns to this country, his period of command on that 
station having expired. 

It is asserted in naval circles that the sailing frigate Vice- 
Admiral Evertsen is to be again commissioned, and that her 
destination is the North American coast, for the protection of 
the Dutch interests during the civil war in that country, which 
is beginning to assume such a threatening character as may 
easily lead to hostilities with European States. The above 
frigate was employed last year on the coast of Syria, and ouly 
returned from the Mediterranean this spring, a large number 
of her crew being incapacitated from duty by an epidemio 
ophthalmic disease, which obliged the captain to leave more 
than two hundred of his best seamen in the naval hospital at 
Port Mahon, whence he returned short-handed to this country. 

Twenty-three naval cadets having passed their examination 
at the Royal Naval Academy at Willemsoord are promoted to 
the rank of midshipmen, and distributed as such to the various 
vessels of the fleet, 

It is now decided that the floating battery Neptunus is to be 
put out of commission on the Ist of October, when her crew 
will be transferred to the first-class steamer Wassenaer, ordered 
to be got ready with great despatch. On the other hand the 
commissioning the new steam frigate Adolph van Nassau is 
postponed till next spring. 

A detachment of 150 seamen, for duty in the Electra, have 
arrived at Nieuwe Deep from Harderwyk. 

‘The King has appointed a commission for the establishment 
of a Zoological and Botanical Garden here, The President is 
Baron van Brienen van de Grootelindt, Chamberlain of the 
Royal Household, and five other members, amongst whom is 
Mr. P. van Rees, formerly Resident of Batavia, and latterly 
H.N.M’s Charge d’Affaires Extraordinary with the Republic of 
Venezuela. 

The following gentlemen connected with India have received 
the insignia of the Crown of Oak :—Mr. C. Kater, Assistant 
Resident of Sintong in the Western Division of Borneo ; Mr. 
J. H. Bartstein, Protestant Missionary at Banjermassing; and 
Mr. P. J. Dumoulin, Architect of the Department of Public 
Works in Netherlands India. 

The King has been pleased to confirm the following appoint- 
ments made by the Governor-General of Netherlands India — 
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Mr. R. van Goens to be President of the Court of Justice at 
Amboyna, Mr, A, R. Blom to be member of the Court of 
Justice at Batavia, Mr. W. Tadema to be member of the Court 
of Justice at Sourabays, and Mr. J, R. Woesthoff to be Ad- 
ministrator of the Government Coal Mines of Orange Naseau, 
in the Island of Borneo. 

‘The Government of this country has now formally recognised 
the Kingdom of Italy, and withdrawn the Exequators of the Con- 
sular Agents of Tuscany, Parma, and ‘the Two Sicilies in the 
ports of Holland and the Colonies. In a few days an Ambas- 
sador Extraordinary will leave the Hague for Turin, to congra- 
tulate King Victor Emanuel on his success, This liberal 
policy on the part of the Dutch Government has placed our 
neighbours the Belgians in a dilemma, as it is felt that they 
are thus placed in a false position, for on one hand the 
existence of Belgium as a separate and independent State has 
@ common origin with that of the new Kingdom of United 
Italy—the will of the people—whilst it militates sadly with 
the well-known principles of King Leopold to recognise Victor 
Emanuel as sovereign of Italy. 

The Militia Bill has just passed the First Chamber after 
some opposition, by 30 to 6 votes. Tho latter were given by 
Messrs, van Kessenich, Beerenbroek, van Nissen van Pan- 
nerden, Hartefeld, de Villers de Pit6, and van Swinderen.

HAMBURG. 
(FROM AN OCCASIONAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
Aucusr 23. 


Great credit is due to the statistical department of the 
Board of Trade in this city for the wonderful accuracy, minute- 
ness of detail, and perspicuity with which they have made up 
the commercial statistics of this port for the last twelve years, 
but with one signal omission, and that, strange to say, in one of 
the most important parts of the forcign trade of this city—I 
mean the exports. In the tables which they make up and 
publish annually may be found everything connected with 
shipping ; the number of vessels arrived and sailed, their rig 
and tonnage, number of crew, where built, their flag, and from 
and to what port. Inthe same manner the tables of the imports 
ge deeply inta details, which would bo considered superfluous in 
any other country, and may be considered as perfect models. 
There is not a single article of commerce brought to market at 
Hamburg, but you may by these tables find out its exact quantity, 
where brought from, the aggregate value, and average price. 
The same may be said of the important branch of Hamburg 
trade—the marine insurances, and also of the foreign exchanges, 
the fluctuations in the price of gold and silver, the rate of dis- 
count, the emigration to foreign countries, the inland naviga- 
tion, the quantity and value of goods brought from the interior 
by the different railroads, the number of ships registered under 
the Hamburg flag, with their description, rig, age, tonnage, and 
distinguishing number ; the number of bills of exchange and 
their value brought to the Starap-office to be stamped before 
being presented for payment, and numerous other statistical 
details of great interest and importance for the mercantile com- - 
munity, as the merchant has only to turn to this sct of tables 
for official information to guide and counsel him in his commer- 
cial speculations or financial operations, 

And yet, with all this astonishing accuracy and perspicuity 
of detail, not one single word is said about the exports ! 

The reason ostensibly assigned for what in any other country 
would be considered as an unpardonable noglect or oversight is, 
that about five years ago an alteration took place in our com- 
mercial legislation, by which the export duty—till then quite a 





nominal one, being only one-cighth per cent.—was totally 
abolished, and no Custom-house entries, declarations, or other 
formalities were required to be made for the future. Previous 
to the alteration mentioned, the tables contained just as perfect 
returns, with respect to the exports, as they do now in regard 
to the imports, but for the above cause they have been now dis- 
continued for five years, to the great indignation of many 
steady-going merchants, who were accustomed to “look before 
they leap,” and consult the previous export lists, to make sure 
that they were not shipping to an overstocked market. Many 
attempts have since been made to obtain the needful returns 
from the copies of the manifests and bills of lading obtained 
from the shipbrokers, but they are completely frustrated by the 
system commonly pursued by exporters to preserve a mysterious 
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secrecy about their operations by filling in the generic term 
“Merchandise ;” and it was found equally impossible to obtain 
even the quantity, as bales, casks, chests, bags, kegs, boxes, and 
bundles—large and small—aro all lumped together in the bills 
of lading under tho equally generic and vague expression of 
“ Packages,” 

This is the reason why I have never been able to send you 
the export lists from this city to the Far East, which, of course, 
would not only be of interest to your readers abroad, but 
would convey to them useful and important information con- 
corning the shipments of different articles to the respective 
ports of China, Manila, Singapore, and Netherlands India. 
Until some legislative measure to obviate this difficulty is 
enacted, this unsatisfactory state of affairs must continue, It 
is by no means necessary to reimpose a new export duty, but 
it must be made compulsory on merchants to make an entry at 
the Custom-house, declaring the value and contents of their 
shipments, on their asseveration as Hamburg citizens, in the 
same way they are now bound to give the particulars of the 
articles they import, and from which materials our experienced 
Statistical Board make up these almost perfect tables. 

It does not require my humble pen to point out the existing 
want of this great desideratum to the authorities of this city, 
with whom I have so often argued the point to the best of my 
abilities vivé voce, but it can do no harm to explain to your 
readers, unacquainted with the affairs of this city, the reason 
why you are unable to furnish them with the returns of the 
export trade, which are to be obtained either for love or money, 
in every other country in Europe. 

In my last letter I gave you some particulars of the naviga- 
tion of this port with the Far East during the past year ; and 
in my next I propose to furnish you with some details of the 
imports from the same quarter. 





CHINA AND THE SOCIAL SCIENCE CONGRESS, 


Unper the department of Trade and International Law, 
Dr. Macaowan, of New York, and for many years resident in 
China, read the following paper “ On Consular Jurisdiction in 
China and Japan, and the necessity of a Joint Tribunal to 
counteract the evils of Extra-territoriality ”:— 

In the absence of M. Chevallier, the Sottcrror-GrNneRat presided. 

A review of the history of the hoary and colossal empire of the Far 
East, from the Troaty of Nanking, ta 1042, to tho wcety of Peking, 
suggests matters of grave consideration to merchants, philanthropists, 
and statesmen ; and having resided in China during that period in the 
exercise of my profession, filling for a time the office of United States 
Consul, and publishing a newspaper in the Chinese language, I feel it in- 
cumbent on me to advocate the claims of China and adjacent countries to 
special consideration in view of the anomalous position in which they are 
? by our greater strength. By the former Treaty China was brought 
for the first time into dipomatic intercourse with Christendom, when she 
submitted to the application of the principles which control Christian 
nations in their intercourse with Mahomedan Powers, she was compelled 
to abdicate sovereignty so far as to admit of extra-territoriality—that is to 
say, to concede to resident British subjects exemption from her authority. 
‘A few months later the United States, and subsequently France, claimed 
and obtained the same privilege. In the treaties recently negotiated with 
Japan and Siam our diplomatists obtained like concessions, but, as may be 
supposed, not without something like menace. For example, Sir John 
Bowring states, “The most difficult part of my negotiations was the 
emancipation of British subjects from subjection to Siamese authority.” 
In accordance with their treaty stipulations, England, the United Staics, 
and France successively appointed consuls empowered to exercise judi- 
cial jurisdiction over their respective subjects. Unhappily this substitute 
jurisdiction has been so imperfectly exercised, that the concession has 
proved disastrous to China, and a great impediment to healthful inter- 
course—mercantile, political, and moral. ‘This having been the case when 
foreigners were restricted to a few isolated districts, what may be expected 
now that the whole Empire has been thrown open? _ It must be admitted 
that the three “Treaty Powers” were not indifferent to the ol 
gations which their assumption imposed, The British Govern- 
ment organised a consular system, fully adapted to avert from China 
the evils which extra-territoriality entails ; and in consideration of the 
extent of her commerce, and the possession of Hong Kong, this much 
was specially incumbent on her. France, having then very few sub- 
jects in China of a character likely to injure the natives, had little need 
of Consulships; all that her circumstances called for she accomplished, 
Hitherto the United States had entrusted consular power to non-silaried 
officers—mercantile gentlemen, to whom the fees of the office were no 
object. ‘This system, always objectionable, became impracticable when 
Congress, in carrying out the treaty stipulations, invested Consuls with a 
large degree of judicial authority. Accordingly, provision was made for 
salaried Consuls, whose legal powers were ample for every emergency. 
The new arrangement, however, proved most defective, and not only were 
the salaries inadequate to secure the continued services of suitable men, 
but means were wanting to enable them to perform the functions of their 
office, there being neither interpreters, constables, nor prisons properly pro» 
vided; hence fraudulent and lawless Americans often transgressed with 
impunity. This induced British subjects frequently when detected in 
crime to claim American citizenship, purzling the ‘Mandarins and baffling 


























the Consuls, These were minor sources of injury tothe Chinese. It 
hi foam tha subjerts of Powers bales pad no treaty bier the Chinese that 
sul most. salar system entails an expenditare 
which only an extensive’ ocmmerce can auinain, yet asall mercantile 
Powers were admitted to the privileges wrenched from China by England, 
France, and the United States, the non-treaty Powers jinted Consuls 
algo from among foreign merchants, who were powerless with regard to the 
detection of crime, the apprehension and punishment of offenders, even 
within the precincts of the port where offences were committed, and of 
course beyond the ports, through a vast extent of seaboard, each did that 
which was right in his own eyes. Before the Chinese all nationalities pro- 
fesed to be British, andthe fear of incurring the displeasure of that 
dread Power, paralysed what little authority the Mandarins on the coast 
|. Hence, during the period in question China has been the prey 
of pirates and brigands from all parts of Cristendom. ‘The proximity of 
Macao, and, truth compels me to add, the unwillingness of her local autho- 
rity to restrain its subjects, eaused the Portuguese to become depredators 
beyond all other foreigners. 

One of the disastrous results of the first war with England was the dis- 
covery by the Chinese of the impotence of their rulers. Multitudes were 
consequently soon arrayed against the Government, particularly on the 
seaboard, where weakness and incapacity were most palpable. -Piratical 
Chinese fleets became so numerous as almost to destroy the coasting trade 5 
poor fishermen even were not exempt from spoliation, As a corrective of 
this evil native merchants paid liberally for foreign convoy. The junks 
sailing in large fleets were able to secure the presence of a foreign mer- 
chant vessel at a moderate charge to each, an arrangement which for a 
time was mutually advantageous. It was not long, however, before the 
Macao lorchas, or sloops, manned toa great extent by Manila men or Can- 
tonese, competing with the squarerizged vessels, obtained a monopoly of 
the convoying trade. Abuses soon became rife, causing mariners, fisher- 
men, and coas'landers to sigh for the times when native pirates pursued 
their comparatively harmless vocation. ‘The unfortunate people were 
before scourged with whips, now with scorpions. Smuggling also, the 
never-ceasing vice of foreigners, assumed a systematic form at the non- 
consular ports, Lorchamen often dictated to custom-house officers the 
amount of duty to be paid for the whole Chinese fleet of which they had 
taken charge, reserving to themselves the sum abated. While intimidatin, 
the Mandarins ashore, they practised extortion on their proteges. It 
ceased to be optional with native craft to employ convoys—they were not 
at liberty to decline protection, nor were they consulted as to the amount 
they were to pay. From this the transitionte piracy, robbery, and murder 
at sea was easy, and they were soon followed by like crimes on land. Whole 
villages were reduced fo ashes, the men butchered and the women violated. 
Chinese officers who attempted to thwart these buccaneers were killed on 
the spot, or captured and held to ransom, The number of unoffending 
‘Chinamen who had been put to death, some of them tortured in a diabolical 
manner, would not be credited if told. Much of my surgical practice has 
been due to those piraciesand forays. As regards property, there has been & 
corresponding loss on the part of the unfortunate natives. No device for 
raising moneys or supplies was left untried. The poor man's store of 
yamns, his dried fish, or fuel stored up for winter's use, have not been spared 
—the last fowl or goat of the solitary islander has been carried off by the 
Insutabte foreigner. ‘Ihe fisherles were subjected to heavy charges and a 
coercive protection, Adventurers who could not command alorcha, fitted 
up native boats, carrying on depredations in estuarics and rivers. Others 
opened offices in the small towns for the sale of passes, which boats cross- 
ing from headland to herdiand were eompelled to pomess, in order to 
escape greater extortion when under weigh. Not a small part of the 
wrong perpetrated in this way were by natives under foreign tection, 
and in foreign habiliments. ‘In such fear are Portuguese eld that few 
possess courage to withstand even their effigies. About nine-tenths of 
these harpies were foreigners, the balance being composed of vagabonds 
from almost every maritime State under heaven, representing almost every 
class in society. In my capacity as American Consul I was often applied 
to for information by the mandarins as to the nationality of the parties 
who were oppressing the people. These functionaries are in constant 
dread of provoking the ire of foreign Powers, and fear to take action lest 
they should be found committing a mistake, Had it been possible to 
resirict, as was contemplated, all intercourse to the consular ports, these 
lawless proceedings would have been comparatively limited ; but foreij 
commerce, which included at some places Kidnappin for the coolie trade, 
and in all places smuggling, competes so successfully with that of the 
natives as to secure almost the entire coasting traffic. 

It will be seen that China is exposed, throughout herentire coast of more 
than two thousand miles, to the evils which her helplessness invites. Being. 
Fewonally cognisant of this state of things, I felt bound to remonstrate, in 

857, against the contemplated opening of all China to foreigners without 
restrictions of any kind, On the occasion of the second war, Govern- 
ments, the press, chambers of commerce—entire Christendom—aimed to 

ied travel and residence in China, demanding privileges 
ied to the children of the soil. I endeavoured to show, in 
a pamphlet, that if such conditions were wrung from China it would be 
detrimental to every foreign interest, as well as destructive to the natives ; 
that an unconditional compliance with the demands of foreigners would 
cause the horrid barbarities which have devastated the coasts to be re- 
enacted in the interior; that adventurers who shoot down Chinamen with 
no more compunction than if they were a pheasant, would go farther and 
travel faster than consul, merchant, and missionary. Thatrape, robberies, 
and murder, would extend up her far-reaching ‘rivers, along her inter- 
minable network of canal, on the surface of her broad lake, and through. 
her every navigable watercourse. And, as a consequence, the assassina-. 
tion of the peaceful traveller, massacres, foreign intervention, blockades, 
and wars, would be sure to follow, to the injury of every foreign interest. 
To avert from China and Western nations these impending calamities, I 
Proposed a system of passports, that irresponsible and improper persons 
might be debarred from privileges so easily abused. That system was 
subsequently adopted by the Allied Ambassadors, and has become the law 
of the land. These passports will prove, to some extent, a check to the 
extension of the evils 1 have described; but indifference on the part 
of Chinese officials, and the unscrupulous audacity that characterises 
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foreigners in the will eventually render the regulation a dead letter. 
Ipn gg te tat conscesise and missions will find 
it iments from the abuse of the concessions we have obtained, 
which must result in new complications and disasters, unless the countries 

sible for this forved abdication of at tony dicheres their 
self-imposed duties with more than wonted fidelity. ‘reaty-powers, 
however, have other obligations in China than exercise of due re- 
straint over the residents of their respective countries. 

From the foregoing statement respecting the conduct of foreigners from 
other countries, it will be seen that consular authority is impotent where 
most required ; that the substitute jurisdiction to be effective must be ex- 
tended to all foreigners. How shall this be accomplished? Obvioualy 
by the establishment of a joint tribunal, composed of the consular officers, 
a court which shall have jurisdiction over subjects of those countries which 
are not officially represented in China. I cannot too earnestly plead for 
the establishment of such a court. If the Chinese Government possessed 
the strength and vigour of that of Japan, no tribunal of the kind would 
‘De necessary. Japanese resolutely refuse to admit in their waters 
‘the vessels of non-treaty countries, and thus secure themselves against 
attacks from irresponsible adventurers. Let China be instructed to adopt 
the same prohibitory regulations respecting those of the non treaty Powers 
which are defective in their consular systems, and which refuse to commit 
the government of their resident subjects in China to the proposed mixed 
‘tribunal, Let “her be sustained in this course, and many of the incon- 
vveniences of our usurped jurisdiction will be corrected. When this 
is accomplished, there will yet remain abundant sources of irritation 
requiring the strongest repressive measures from consuls towards their 
‘countrymen. Consuls are to be regarded rather as the protectors of 
the Chinese than as guardians of foreign interests. is becomes 
the more nece: from the character of Chinese officials. But 
apart from the weakness of Chineze authority, the inefficiency and 
venality of the Mandarins, the exisience of the foreign possessions 
on her coast—Hong Kong and Macao—renders it impossible for 
‘China, unaided, to avert the evils I have attempted to depict. A due 
regard for our mere commercial interests alone should impel us to counter- 
act the mischief which our diplomacy and arms inflict on this part of the 
human family, whose wants ‘and industry promise to afford « continually 
increasing impetus to manufactures and commerce, whose liberal tariffs in- 
dicate that the sound views of political economy enunciated by Mencius a 
score of centuries before Quesnay taught the economists of France in hi 
“«Physocritie,” or Smith in his “Wealth of Nations” propounded his 
theories to the Liberals of England, still exercises influence, “ Let no 
duties be exacted at the outposts, and all strangers under heaven will gladly 
travel by our roads,” was the wise injunction of the great commentator of 
Confucius, Iam not without hopes this brief representation of the wrongs 
inflicted on China—this imperfect vindication of her claims being pre= 
sented by an American to a British Tnternational body, presided over by a 
French political philosopher—will secure for my clicnts a degree of con- 
sideration commensurate in some degree with the magnitude of the inte- 
rests at stake,

LAUNCH OF THE STEAMER “REIVER” FOR CHINA. 


A splendid steamer, one of the finest perhaps yet constructed, has been 
built for Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, ‘and Con .and was launched on the 
‘20th inst. from Messrs. John Laird, Sons, and Co.'s Birkenhead Iron- 
-works. Great pains have been bestowed upon the model and building of 
the Reiver, in order that she may even Sipese if possible, the celebrated 
Holyhead mail-boats, launched last year by Mr. Laird, and now plying 
across the Channel with such marked success. 

In the Reiver great strength and lightness are combined; the lines at 
each end are extremely sharp, with a good flat floor in the body of the 
ship, and the motel of the hull is a marvel of beauty and symmetry, with- 
‘cout an atom, at present, of that meretricious adornment which elaborate 
carving and heavy gilt-work is sometimes supposed to yield. Every- 
where—at bow, stern, and paddle-boxes—sharp angles are carefully 
rounded off, and, for about 120 feet, the forward-deck is covered in with 
@ rounded top, which not only serves to present to the eye a@ series 
of gradual curves, but will serve the more practical purpose of 
throwing off the water which must come on board when the vessel is 
driven, as she will have to be driven, through the tremendous typhoons 
which are experienced in the China seas. ‘The keel of the vessel gra- 
dually rises fore and aft, as in the Holyhead boats, which not only enables 
her to steam faster through smooth water, but makes the “spring ” in a 
‘sea-way lighter, and less straining both to ship and passengers. 

‘The Reiver is an iron paddle boat of about 1,500 tons builder's mea- 
surement, the dimensions being—length 300 feet, beam 31 fect, depth 21 
feet. The sessel and machinery are throughout being constructed by 
Mesers. Laird. The engines are nominally of 400-horse power, but 
capable of working much higher. The cylinders will lie fore and aft of 
the paddle-beam, on which they will act diagonally, the piston-rods and 
other connections running in a frame, which gives great stability to the 
entire machinery, and steadiness of working in a sea-way. The boilers 
are tubular, and will work at about 30Ib. pressure, the new mode of con- 
structing marine boilers permitting a much higher range of pressure than 
‘was the case in former years. Surface condensing apparatus, on Hall's 
Principle, are attached to the boilers. 

All the stancheons, deckhouses, and other woodwork of the Reiver is of 
teak, The main cabin is below the deck aft—a saloon, tastefully fitted 
in maplewood, extending across the entire breadth of the vessel, and from 
this a corridor leads to the stern, with commodious state-rooms on each 
side for passengers. Ventilation—so important an adjunct to comfortable 
travelling in the China seas—has been catefully attended to. The im- 
Pipred machinery, with feathering paddle floats, will drive her very fast— 

6 to 17 knots an hour being considered a safe prediction. She will be 
brig rigged. 


























‘The launch itself was admirably conducted, Half-past ten o'clock was 
fixed for “going off,” and halfan-bour before that hour a large number 
of gentlemen had assembled on the various points in the yard which com- 
manded a good view of the vessel, the scene being made additionally at- 
tractive by's fine morning and » fresh breeze, which served to blow ott to 
the best advantage the liberal array of bunting displayed by the Reiver, the 
Galway boat Hibernia, and the various other vessels in process of con- 
struction or under repair at the works. Ata quarter past ten the final note 
of preparation was being “sounded” by the ship-carpenters giving the 
vessel what they technically term “‘a rally,” but to the uninitiated spectator 
the proper term would probably appear to be “volley,” for the operation 
appears to consist, and really does consist, in delivering a volley of blows 
under the vessel for the purpose of driving in wedges which gradually lift her 
fair on to “the ways.” At this time, too, all other work in the yard was 
stopped—for everybody turns out, by general consent, to see ‘a big” 
launch—the din of rasping and filing, and riveting and hammering had 
ceased ; the ponderous machines which clip, and punch, and twist the 
plates of iron as if a0 much brown paper, were really at rest, from their al- 
most incessant work, for a little ; and 2,200 men and youths had crowded 
out of the various workshops to see the Reiver take the water. Another 
vigorous rally or two, the last supporting shores were removed, the cord— 
with its clegant little contrivance for enabling a lady to do the work of a 
brawny mechanic—was cut, and as the hands of the large clock in the 
yard pointed to half-past ten, the beautiful craft began to run down the 
ways and took the water in a dashing style. 

We may add in conclusion that the word Reiver is a border term, 
from the Saxon Reafian, implying—“ to take away quickly—by stealth.” 












COTTON SEED FOR INDIA—THE P. AND 0. COMPANY. 

In their efforts to meet on as large a scale as possible the requirements of 
the cotton cultivator of India for a better description of cotton seed than 
that indigenous to the country, the Cotton Supply Association are 
receiving most valuable co-operation frum the Peninsula and Oriental 
‘Steam Navigation Company. The directors of the company having, with 
distinguished liberality, signified their willingness to convey free of freight, 
‘on account of the association, one ton of cotton seed by each of their 
steamers to Bombay, Madras, and Calcutta, the offer was, of course, grate- 
fully sccepleds ‘The result is that four tons of seed (Egyptian) per month 
are now being regularly shipped by the association to those parts from 
Suez. Experiments with various kinds of seed show that the Egyptian 
variety is admirably suited to the soil and climate of India, Samples of 
cotton grown from it in that country, and forwarded to the association, 
have been valued at a high figure, and considered stronger, finer, and 
more marketable than any other received specimens from the same 
quarter. 


Deatn or Ma. THomas WiTLan ATKINSON.—-A noticeable man has 
away in our Siberian illustrator and explorer, T. W. Atkinson. His 
death took place at Lower Walmer, Kent, on the 18th. For about a year 
the great traveller had been ailing, never having quite recovered from the 
waste of his long and arduous journeys in the wild country of the Amoor ; 
but no immediate danger had been feared by his physician. In the early 
summer he had a fall, which shook and injured him; but he bore up well, 
atid went dewn te Walavor; aa ovoryono goo: down in August to thesea. At 
length he passed away as into a tranquil sleep. Atkinson was burn in 
Yorkshire, on the 6th of March, 1799, He was in the truest and best | 
sense a self-made man, Left an orphan when a child, he began life for 
himself at the early age of eight; from which time he gained his own 
living, while training himself into a good scholar and a well-mannered 
ntleman. He educated himself as an architect, and a church built by 
jim in Manchester testifies to his skill asa builder; but his instrument 
was the pencil, and his vocation that of a traveller. Owing to an acci- 
dental remark of Alexander Humboldt, he turned his eyes to the pic- 
turesque land of Oriental Russia. His pictures, which have been much 
exhibited at evening parties, and have been reduced for his books, are 
exceedingly clever, aud he wrote with as much power and fresiuess as he 
drew, In person he was the type of an arlistie traveller, thin, lithe, 
and sinewy, with a wrist like rock, and an eye like a poet's; manner sin- 
gularly gentle, and an air which mingled entreaty with command. His 
work on the Amoor has made the whole world familiar with his name, 
and with his extraordinary assemblage of qualities and accomplishments. 
This book, however, though charmingly written and illustrated, is not to 
be fully relied on as an authority. It gives us Mr. Atkinson's views in 
very agreeable language, but docs not afford that sound knowledge of the 
country which can be gained only by long and careful investigation, 

Tue Siamese Amsassapons.—A French journal, Le Sport, relates 
the following amusing ancedote of these children of nature ¥ 
peror of the French having lately commissioned a celebrated painter to make 
a large historical picture of the audience and reception of the Siamese 
Embassy at Fontainbleau for the National Gallery at Versailles, the artist 
grouped his subjects in a picturesque arrangement, and then proceeded to 
take the portrait of each member separately. When the picture was 
finished and the Embassy were invited to sce ‘it and give their opinion of 
the correctness of their own portraits, they set up a general clamour, the 
reason of which was at first not understood. At length the interpreter 
being sent for, it was ascertained that the noise was occasioned by their 
indignation at some of the party, who had been drawn in prolile, being 
represented as having only one eye, having previously satisfied themselves 
by ocular demonstration that the missing eye was not to be found on the 
other side of the canvas! In vain did the artist endeavour to explain to 
them the rules of painting and principles of perspective, and demonstrate 
to them the impossibility of showing both eyes when the face was seen 
sideways. They only became the more clamorous, demanding justice to 
be done them in the picture, or else future generations would imagine the 
Kings of Siam bad sent over a number of one-eyed men, To this altera- 
tion the painter resolutely refused to submit, and it was not till after a 
long dispute, warmly contested on both sides, that the question was amic~ 
ably settled to the satisfaction of all parties, by the Siamese requiring an 
official certificate, made out both in French and the Siamese language, 
that all the members of the Embassy were possensed of two eyes each, 
and not, as some of them were represented in the picture, with only one [”

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BORNEO AND THE EASTERN ARCHIPELAGO. 


‘Tae attention of our merchants and manufacturers is much 
directed just now to Borneo and the islands of the Archipelago, 
as it is confidently believed that a large trade will yet be opened. 
up with that quarter, especially in the import of many raw 
materials adapted to commercial wants. If the Foreign and 
Colonial Offices would but be a little more zealous in the in- 
terests of trade, a considerable impetus might be given, by the 
early diffusion of useful information ; but unfortunately the 
indifference and ignorance of the red-tapists greatly interferes 
with progress, Colonial and consular reports, fraught with 
much valuable information, are held back till they are almost 
useless when published. Not long since a most interest- 
ing report by Sir Ropert ScuompurcH, our Consul-Ge- 
neral in Siam, appeared, which touched upon many new 
trade products, spccimens of which were eagerly inquired 
after, and orders havo. been sent out to obtain samples, 
to test their valuo-end—ascertain-thetr economic uses ~here. 
What was, therefore, the gencral surprise of the mercantile world 
to find that specimens of nearly all these very products, 
animal and vegctable, had been lying neglected and spoiling in 
the cellars of the Foreign-office for nearly three years—and such 
portions as had not rotted have at last been exhumed and ex- 
posed to public view in the galleries of the South Kensington 
Muscum. Surely, if the Government maintains Consuls and de- 
spatches scientific mea on exploring expeditions to distant and 
unknown countrics, it is of the first importance that an abstract 
of {their reports should be given to the world without delay. 
These reflections aro foreed upon us by the knowledge of how 
much valuable information is withheld from tho public eye by 
‘want of a new system of management in the administrative bu- 
reaus, and at a time, too, when the demands of commerce are 
incessant and of an investigating character. 

The Netherlands Government sent to the Paris Exhibition in 
1855 a very large collection of products from their Eastern 
colonics, although they were badly arranged and undoubtedly 
deficient in names and descriptive details, commercial or scien- 
tific, As the Ktne of Hontanp has just appointed?a Commis- 
sion to represent duly the productions and industry of the 
Netherlands and the Colonial possessions here, next year, which 
includes one or two gentlomen well acquainted with the East, 
there is no doubt that a good collection of products from Java, 
Borneo, Sumatra, Celebes, &c., will be shown. Messrs. Vistar 
and Soxs, one of whose firm is now in Japan, intend, we know, 
exhibiting many new vegetable products, seeds, and grains, and 
grasses, &c., of Chinaland the East, whilst Mr. Consul ALcock 
has applied for space for products from Japan, The Borneo 
Company will, doubtless, produce a good collection of the 
articles of commerce of Sarawak;—and this brings us 
More immediately to the subject we desired to notice, 
Viz. the present state of affairs in Borneo and Labuan. 

We have had occasion before to animadvert on the policy of 
Mr, Epwarpes, the Governor of Labuan, in his proceedings at 
Sarawak; and his recent removal by’ the appointment 
(already announced) of Mr. Cautaanay, the Chief Magis- 
trate of Hong Kong, shows that his conduct has not met 








the approval of the Home Government. Let us hope that the 
new administrator will turn his attention rather to the devel- 
opment of trade with Brunei and jother parts of Borneo, and 
the suppression of piracy and local wars, than to opposing the 
proceedings of Sir Jamzs Brooke in his laudable endeavours to 
preserve peace and extend legitimate trade. The Borneo Company 
has already inaugurated a new era in Sarawak bythe introduction 
of improved steam machinery for various purposes, and the exten- 
sion of its business transactions, and the Labuan Coal Company, 
by the introduction of labour, capital, and machinery, will also 
do much towards resuming the export and developing the pro- 
duction of coal, on which the interest of that colony mainly 
depends, and the future operations of which will have a most 
important bearing on the extension of the steam marine in the 
Eastern seas, and the enlargement of the field of commerce. 
The regular trips of the steamer Rainbow between Singapore 
and Sarawak have already been attended with most beneficial 
results to the settlement, and the official visit of H.M.’s steamer 
Charybdis, with Mr. St. Joun, the British Consul-General of 
Brunei, to Mutra, will have a good effect in quelling disorder 
and enforcing respect for Sir James BRooKEs’ authority as the 
representative of the Suiray. The influence which Sir James 
has ‘exercised in Sarawak for a quarter of a century has re- 
sulted already in great benefits, not only to the people them- 
selves over whom he exercises jurisdiction, but to the interests 
of commerce in the large trade now carried on through Singa- 
pore. The security of life and property thus enforced has 
produced a great accession of population, consisting of Malays, 
Dyaks, and Chinese. The value of the foreign trade alone. 
(exclusive of a large trade carried on coastwise), has increased 
fully 50 per cent. in the last five years, Various new articles 
of commerce are coming forward, and the trade in old ones 
extended, Many useful manufactures have been introduced, 
cultivation enlarged, and business operations systematised and re- 
spected. The British export trade to Borneo and the other islands 
of the Indian seas, which, in 1859, was but to the value of 
£11,218, rose last year to £19,033, whilst £2,583 (machinery) 
was sent to Labuan. 

‘An extensive, well arranged, and well described display of 
the numerous products of Borneo and the Eastern Archipelago— 
animal, vegetable, and mineral—at the International Exhibition 
of 1862, will open the eyes of thousands to a knowledge of the 
vundereluped commmoerciat wealth of that vast region to which 
attention was so fully drawn a few months since by Mr. P. 
1, Smumonns, in paper read before the Society of Arts, and 
the re-publication of which in the newspapers of tho Straits. 
Settlements, shows how fully its statistical facts and arguments 
are appreciated. In recent debates before the States-General 
of Holland, it was shown that the establishment of free ports in, 
the Dutch colonics had been highly beneficial, and that the im- 
ports had increased twelvefold in the last fourteen or fifteen 
years at some of these ports. One cause to which the vast. 
inerease in the general trade is attributed is the great facilities 
afforded by the annual development of steam communicatior 
generally throughout the Indian Archipelago. This is a measure 
which, in connection with increased postal facilitics, we have. 
always strenuously urged. The enormous trade carried on by 
the Dutch in those seas should read a lesson to a great com- 
mercial nation like Britain, always seeking new supplies of raw 
materials, and new markets for her manufactures. 





NEW STEAMERS FOR CHINA. 

In another part of our impression will be found tho accounts. 
of the launch of the steamer Aeiver, for Messrs. Jardine, Mathe- 
son and Oo, built by Messrs. Laird, Sons, and Co, of Birken- 
head, under the superintendence of Captain White, and intended 
for the China coasting trade. 

‘The trial-trip of the Island Queen, also built by Messrs. Laird, 
for Captain Macfarlane and others, and intended as a tow-boat 
for the Shanghai river, took place on the 21st inst, 

Messrs. Laird and Co, have also the contract for building the 
boats for the China and Japan Steam Company, and it is ex- 
pected they will complete three early in the ensuing year. As 
Messrs. Laird are now building so largely for the China trade, 
it may be interesting to state that tho first iron steam-vessel 
to navigate the China waters—the celebrated Nemesis, Captain 
Hall—was built by this firm, as also the J’Alegethon, Ariadne, 
‘Medusa, &c., for the Hon. East India Company's Servic. 

Tho paddle-wheel steamer building on the Clyde, under the 
superintendence of Captain Castilla, for Messrs. Lyall, Still, 
and Co., will be ready for launching shortly. 
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‘The screw-steamer, also building on the Clyde, for Messrs, 
Douglas Lapraik, Lane and others, will be launched on the 7th 
prox., and will be called the Undine, She has all her ma- 
chinery, &., on board, and is announced to leave on the 14th 
for Singapore and Hong Kong, under the command of 
Captain Bell, late of the steamer Scotia, not Berwickshire, as 
stated in a previous number. 

‘The paddle-wheel steamer building for Messrs, Gibb, Living- 
ston and Co, on the Thames will be ready for launching in 
about a month, and will be named the Celestial, Her re- 
gistered tonnage is sbout 750 tons; length, 225 feet ; beam, 
28 feet ; and the engines, which will be of 200-horse power, 
are calculated to produce @ speed of 14 to 15 knots, She is 
& very pretty model, and specially designed for a first-rate sea 
boat by Captain Durham, who is superintending her building. 
Her draft of water is at the same time light, in order to be 
available for navigating the Peiio or the Yang-tse-Kiang, as 
may be required, 

The paddle-wheel boat, building at Messrs. Mare’s yard for 
Messrs. Dadabhoy, Norojee and Co., and which is to bo com- 
manded by Captain Gibsou, will, we understand, be ready for 
launching early next month ; and the same firm have also 
under building two steamers intended to run on the line be- 
tween Bombay and China, These boats aro expected to be 
ready to launch in November. 

Tho screw-steamer Arratoon Apcar, the launch of which on 
the Clyde has already been noticed, will proceed shortly to 
Calcutta. On her trial-trip on the 19th inst. she attained a 
Speed of 12 knots with 58 to 60 revolutions. 

A project is being promoted by Mr. Andrew Henderson for 
despatching boats of a peculiar build for navigating the Yang- 
‘tee-Kiang, further particulars of which will appear in our next. 





THE CANTON CLAIMS, . 

Ow the 13th{May last, in noticing an interview between 
several of our merchants and Lord Joux RusseLL on the sub- 
Ject of the Canton Claims, we expressed our cutire dissent from 
the argument urged by the Caancetzor of the Excneqver, that 
the claims should not be paid in full, but pro rata with the 
Government outlay for the war. Wo characterised the pro- 
posal of Mr. Guapstons in strong but assuredly just language, 
as both illogical and a gross breach of pledged engagements, 

- and added that such an injustice would aul be dolamind hy 
Her Magesry's Government. We have now to announce that 
through the able negotiation of Mr. Grrasox, MP, the chair- 
man of the East India and China Association, the Cuay- 
cxzror of the Excnrqver has agreed to pay in full all the 
claims admitted by the commission held by Mr. Atcock in 
Canton, amounting to the sum of 1,700,000 taels, namely— 
one-half in cash and one-half by vouchers payable twelve 
months after date. The balance of 300,000 tacls, to complete 
the full amount of two millions of taels to be received from 
the Chinese Government, will be appropriated towards the 
payment of claims not yet admitted, and of interest on 
the sum of 1,700,000 tacls now acknowledged to be due. We 
much fear, however, that the claimants will not obtain any- 
thing more than the principal. In this respect they will have 
reason to envy our Transatlantic cousins, who have not only 
received the full amount of their claims, as well as the large 
interest of 12 per cent. per annum, but have @ balance in hand, 
which the American Government proposes to devote to the es- 
tablishment of some public institution in China. This liberal 
treatment may be favourably contrasted with the manner in 
which British merchants, whether in China, Mexico, or else- 
where, are so frequently treated or neglected by our Government. 

We understand that instructions were scnt out by Govern- 
mont by the previous mail for the promptsettlement of the claims, 
but the intelligence did not reach us in time for publication in 
our issue of the 15th. 


THE UNITED STATES MINISTER TO CHINA. 


Tr is stated that the Hon, Anson Buruineame will probably 
leave Paris for China by the next mail, His post, 
like that of our own ambassador, Mr. Bruce, will require great 
tact and ability. If America would securo a firm basis for 
commerce in the Far East she must learn what some of our 
own diplomatists have too often forgotten : that firmness must 
be tempered with courtesy, and that it is wisc and right to re- 
spect the prejudices of a foreign nation, whenever it is possible 
to do so without losing self-respect or ignoring Christian mo- 
rality,

SUBMARINE TELEGRAPHY, 
MALTA AND ALEXANDRIA CABLE, 
__ Tae Malta and Alexandria Telegraph is now rapidly approach- 
ing completion ; and, as this is the first great work of the kind 
our Government has undertaken on its own responsibility—the 
funds being provided by special votes of the House of Com- 
mons—our readers will be interested in learning the history 
of the undertaking, and how it came to pass that Her 
Majesty’s Government should have apparently so far departed 
from their fixed principles of leaving these kind of works to 
private enterprise, 

In the spring of 1859, when Lord Densr’s Administration 
were in power, war between France and England appeared immi- 
nent—so much so that the Government came to the decision 
that the first step towards securing our predominance in the 
Mediterrancan was to have rapid and independent means of 
communication between this country and our fortified positions 
in that sea, This was only to be done by the aid of electricity ; 
and at that time so much success had attended the laying and 
working of some 1,500 miles of cable laid in the Red Sea, from 
Sucz to Aden, that the problem of working through long sub- 
marine cables appeared to be satisfactorily solved. But the 
loss attending the failure of the Atlantic line had so shaken 
public confidence, that the Government were ‘drivenf to the 
conclusion that any work of this nature must either be ac- 
complished through the means of an unconditional guarantee, 
such as was given to the Red Sea and India Telegraph Com- 
pany, or that they must provide the money themselves. The 
latter was considered the best bargain for the British tax- 
payer, and was accordingly decided upon. At the same time 
it was arranged, that the first thing to be done was to con- 
struct a submarine telegraph from England direct to Gibraltar. 
This was, however, abandoned, and the cable now under notice, 
after being partly shipped to connect Singapore and Rangoon, was 
decided on. The best professional advice was sought for and ob- 
tained, and it was finally decided by the Government that Messrs. 
GisporNE and Foros, Civil Engineers, should be intrusted with 
the execution of this great undertaking. So far it is gratifying 
to know that success has attended the work, and it is to be 
hoped that the final results will prove that the Government 
acted wiscly in placing the matter in the hands of these 


gentlemen,

both from the Atlantic and Red Sea and Indian lines. ‘ines¢ 
were then the only long submarine circuits from which sug- 
gestions might be gained ; and although some may think this 
has becn too dearly bought, yct, looking at the vast and im- 
portant results to be obtained through the agency of electricity 
in connection with submarine cables, and the much more 
enormous sums that have been squandered in introducing the 
railway system into England, it may yet prove that the know- 
ledge acquired has been purchased after all at a moderate price. 
At the time when the Atlantic Cable was designed, there 
were two separate and distinct schools of electrical engineers ; 
one advocated small conductors, worked by electric currents of 
very high tension; the other was in favour of large conduc- 
tors, and the smallest possible battery power, of the lowest 
tension. In the case of the Atlantic line, the small conductor 
and high tension electricity carried the day. It was fortunate 
that the Engineers for this cable succecded in laying it, not- 
withstanding its well-known imperfections, as an opportunity 
was secured which put this thcory to a severe test. 


The result appears to prove that by the employment of very 
powerful induction currents signals could be transmitted from 
one end to the other with greater rapidity than by using the 
ordinary voltaic battery, but this was accomplished at such a 
frightful risk to the cable, that the inherent faults in the insu- 
lating material (gutta percha), were immediately increased and 
developed to such an extent that the cable very soon became 
worthless, It was not until the treatment had been carried too 
far that voltaic currents were tried, and then the resistance 
offered to the passage of electricity through the copper con- 
ductor was so much in excess of the resistance through 
the gutta percha, including the faults, thet it became abso- 
lutely necessary to use a battery of very great power, viz, about 
500 cells of Daniels, in order to secure a small portion of the 
current at the farthest end. This, indeed, which was natural 
to expect, proved its death-blow, as the cable was only able 
with its dying breath to whisper from America to England— 
“Daniels are up.” ree 
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This indication of @ dangerous theory was so far taken ad 
vantage of in |the case of the Red Sea and Indian Telegraph 
cable, that the size of the conductor there adapted was double 
that of the Atlantic, although the circuits which it was intended 
to work through were not to exceed 500 miles, as compared 
with 2,000 between England and America. To some 
extent success appeared to attend this undertaking. The 
first 1,500 miles from Suez to Aden worked well for the 
first nine months at a fair remuneration, considering that the 
line was completely isolated from other telegraph lines, and had 
no feeders, with the exception of the mail steamers arriving at 
either end. Yet this cable afterwards fell out of working order 
from causes which even now are not satisfactorily known: it 
probably arose from insufficient insulation in parts, or mecha- 
nical injuries impossible to discover until the line had been a 
long time in use. 

Having referred to some of the weak points in connection 
with the working of submarine telegraphs, it will be well to 
show, in the case of the Government line under notice, how 
these difficulties and dangers have been provided against. In 
the first place, the copper conductor employed is four times 
larger than that of the Atlantic, and twice the size of the Red 
Sea line. Its conducting power is therefore sixteen times 
greater than the former, and eight times greater than the 
latter. This is enveloped in a covering of gutta percha thicker 
than had hitherto been used, and of a superior quality, mani- 
pulated with the greatest care and attention, and put on in 
several coats or layers, This is generally called the cone of 
the cable, and is, in fact, the vital part. It is, therefore, gra- 
tifying to know that in deciding upon this portion of the cable, 
no unwise economy influenced the Government, the cone of this 
cable alone costing as much per mile as the finished Atlantic 
cablo, The next point to secure was that the cone should be 
quite perfect when delivered over to the Government by the con- 
tractors. For this purpose the most accurate scientific tests were 
employed, and at the same time the cable has been constantly 
submerged. The advantage of this care was very obvious on 
laying down the cable for the first 800 miles, during which 
process the most delicate test could not discover anything ap- 
proaching a fault in the cable.

‘This line is being laid on the principle of a shallow water 
line, capable of being repaired at any time, and is accordingly 
laid in depths not execcding 100 fathoms, except where it is 
impossible to avoid decp water. Tho only place where this 
occurs is in the first seventy miles from Malta, the greatest 
depth between that island and the Lampadusa Bank being 420 
fathoms. The Malta-Tripoli section, 230 miles in length, is 
the only one at present complete, and the working and testing 
of this lino leads us to look for success in the remaining por- 
tion. The practical battery power used in working it consists 
of three cells only, and with this twenty-five to thirty words 
per minute can be transmitted. In fact, the speed and regularity 
of transmission is only limited by the proficiency of the mani- 
pulator. This is, indeed, a great contrast to the 500 cells used 
on the Atlantic cable, and the amount of battery power which 
was originally expected would be required to work the Red Sea 
line, namely—one cell for every four miles ; this for a section 
the same length as the Malta-Tripoli would amount to about 
sixty cells. 

As the uso of excessive battery power is what is most to be 
feared in working submarine cables, we may reasonably expect, 
bearing in mind the extraordinary low power with which this 
cable can be worked, that no injury will arise from this cause. 
Never before, we believe, in the history of telegraphs, has there 
been any instance, whether in air or water, of aline of such 
considerable length being worked practically with so little bat- 
tery power. As an additional precaution, the line is intended 
to be laid in three sections, to be worked separately. This not 
only increases the speed of transmission, but enables lower 
battery power to be employcd than if it were worked in one 
length. 





It is be regretted that Mr. Lions Gispornr did not live to 
see the accomplishment of this undertaking, in which he took 
such intense interest and so active a part. Since his death the 
entire arrangements and supervision on the part of the Govern- 
ment have been conducted by his partner, Mr. Henry C, Forpg, 
who has just returned to Malta to meet the steamers Rangoon 
and Malacca, These ships carry the remaining portion of the 
cable, and it is confidently expected that the entire line will be 
completed in about a month from this time. 


RUSSIA ON THE AMOOR. 


We have already drawn attention to an able article under this 
title, which appeared in the last number of the Quarterly Review. 
We return to it again for the purpose of giving a few extracts 
which may prove of interest to our readers, Here is an account 
of the origin of the Treaty which was made last year between 
Russia and China :— 


« At the moment when the Allied forces were t before the capital, 
when a popular insurrection was imminent, and the palace of the Emperor 
in flames, the Russian Ambassador, Count Ignatieff, presented himeelf to 
the mandarins assembled in council. The wily diplomatist tendered his 
good offices and pressed upon the distracted statesmen his intervention, 
intimating, doubtless, that a cession of territory on the right bank of the 
Amoor would at once be highly acceptable, and a becoming acknowledg- 
ment of the important assistance rendered to the Emperor of China. The 
‘Ministers eagerly accepted the offer, and General Ignatieff was able ina 
few days to transmit to this Government not only the ratification of the 
Treaty 1858, but a Treaty ceding a part of the Chinese empire of the 
highest value to Russia absoiutely and without any consideration or equi- 
valent whatever. The services rendered by the Russian envoy to the 
Court of Peking were purely imaginary. The Earl of Elgin and Baron 
Gros were not ministers to be influenced by Russian mediation. Their 
terms never varied, the conditions on which they made peace were those 
originally proposed, with the necessary addition of an increased indemnity.” 


The scope of the Treaty and the results it is likely to pro- 
duce are thus described :— 


“The latest Treaty negotiated by Count Ignatieff at Peking is the 
most important and comprehensive ever concluded by China with a foreign 
State, This Treaty was ratified at St. Petersburg on the Ist of January, 
1861. After defining with much exactness the eastern boundaries of the 
two empires, it proceeds to establish a perfectly free-trade between the 
subjects of the two States, and declares that the local authorities shall afford 
special protection to such trade and all who exercise it, In addition to 
the ancient trade of which the town of Vriachta is the seat, it declares that 
Russian merchants shall enjoy their former privilege of going to Peking 
on commercial business, and be allowed to trade at certain other towns with- 

Sag ablig-d 4 mimeiu a large commercial establishment in them, 
Chinese merchants are permitted to enter Russia if so inclined, and to 
Russian merchants is conceded the privilege of travelling in China at all 
times on commercial business, but they are rot to congregate together in a 
greater number than two hundred in the same locality. An experimental 
trade is to be opened at Vrashgar, a town on the Chinese frontier, for 
which the Chinese Government undertakes to grant land for a factory and 
achurch. Russian merchants in China and Chinese merchants in Russia 
are placed under the special protection of two Governments. Commer- 
cial dispates are to be settled by the merchants themselves before a Court 
uf Arbitration, and the governors of provinces, in the event of » Russian 
subject seeking flight in the interior of China, are bound to take measures 
to capture him and hand him over to the Russian authorities.” 


Our next quotation describes in graphic and vigorous style 
the Valley of the Amoor :— 


“The Valley of the Amoor appears to be extremely varied in its fea- 
tures, in some places opening out into wide tracts of rich meadow land, 
sprinkled with villages, and dotted with elm, black birch, and poplar, 
which give a park-like appearance to the scenery, at others contracted into 
narrow gorges with lofiy precipices, under which the river, seventy feet 
deep, flows with amazing forces. The upper district has hitherto attracted 
most attention, and presents the greatest attractions for future settlers, 
Russian travellers expatiate on its manifold capabilities; the grazier, they 
say, would look on its extensive plains with delight in anticipation of the 
abundant crops and herds of fat cattle which they might be made to pro- 
duce. The vine grower would view its sunny hills and think of the 
vintage in prospect where the grape is indigenous and requires only culti- 
vation and care to produce excellent wines ; the horticulturist would be 
charmed by the variety and beauty of its flora; the miner would survey 
the mountains and form a high estimate of their mineral wealth; the 
sportsman could indulge his taste in the pursuit of almost every kind of 
game; while a lover of nature would gaze on the great stream and its 
surrounding scenery with delight. There are areas extending from the 
banks of several of the lower reaches capable of feeding thousands of 
cattle, and of producing the cereals of Europe to an almost unlimited 
extent, and very excellent vegetables have already been produced at 
Nicholaivsk, where, at a recent show, contributions were received from 
fifty-five gardens, Edible berries are numerous and abundant. The 
mulberry is said to thrive in Southern Manchuria. Mountain apricots, 
with large red fruit, grow near Ninguta; and a small white peat is 20 
esteemed for its exquisite flavour that it is sent to Peking for the supply of 
the Emperor's table, The Valley of the Amoor is rich in the variety and 
abundance of its timber. Among the medicinal plants in which the 
forests of Manchuria abound must be noticed the ginseng root (Panax 
quinquefoluim), which the Chinese pharmacopeist call Orhota, or the 
first of all plants. They consider it the most costly of all the products of 
the earth, diamonds and some few precious stones ouly excepted.” 
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Here are some statistics of population, which may prove of 
service :— ‘ 

“The population of the territories bordering on the Amoor consist of 
several races which before the annexation of the territory to Russia were 
rather tributaries than subject of the Emperor of China, The wealthier 
classes are richly clad in Chinese silks, which they purchase with the furs 
and other productions of the coun! Their summer costume is varied 
in a singular manner with dresses formed of fish skins. Of the native 
tribes now subject to Russia M. Ravenstein gives the following estimate. 
The Orochons of the Upper Amoor numbered, in 1856, 206 individuals 
of both sexes, ranging over an area of 28,000 square miles, which would 

ve 170 square miles to each individual. The Manyargs on the right 

k of the Amoor are about 2,000, one-sixth of whom are under Russian 
sway. The Goldi occupy 114 villages, if they may be termed such, on 
the Amoor, with $20 houses and 2,500 inhabitants, The Olcha possess 
40 villages, with 110 houses and 1,100 inhabitants. The population along 
the’ Usuri is estimated at 1,400, of whom about 400 are on the left bank 
of the river. The population of the coast region is believed to be about 
2,500, combining the results of all the inquiries that have yet been insti- 
tuted on this subject. The native population of the Russian territories on 
the Amoor may be stated as about 24,000, The Russian colonists at pre 
sent settled on the Amoor, including those whose emigration has not been 
voluntary, is estimated at about 50,000, which gives asa total resulta popu- 
lation of 74,000 inhabitants, spread over an area of 361,000 square miles.” 


‘We cannot conclude without again recommending our readers 
to peruse this article with the attention it deserves, It suggests 
many important topics in connection with our interests in the 
Far East, and dilates fully upon others which are of greater 
importance with regard to the direct designs of the Russians. 
Truly does the writer say that it seems to be the policy of her 
Government “to keep the representatives of every other 
Power out of Peking.” Happily her efforts in this direction 
have proved utterly futile. 











AFFAIRS IN CHINA. 


The following letter, under the above heading, has been 
addressed to the editor of the Daily News :-— 


Sir,—There is a dangerous indifference at present in the public mind 
in England regarding the proceedings of parties in China, that may in- 
volve usin a fourth China war—a war not of quite so short or casy a 
solution as the former wers, 


The rebellion in China has been making head for ten years past ; and 
the rebels, or Taepings, are now in ion of Nanking, the ancient 
capital of China, of Loochow, and other great cities, and of several rich 
provinces of the empire. The rebels belong to the Chinese part , a8 
opposed to their foreign rulers, the Tartars, and they proclaim that they 
have a commission from heaven ty catipato the Drtem and to deatrov 

The hisiory of mankind teaches us that in civil wars, particularly 
when religious fanaticism is an element, wan unhappily forgets his hu- 
manity; he frequently acts with the spirit of a demon, and to kill or be 
killed is his alternative. Such is the state of the relations at present be- 
tween the contending parties in China. Human life is of no account— 
the rebels slaughter the Tartars, and the Tartars slaughter all rebels who 
fall into their hands. But thi no new feature of the Tartar cha- 
racter, for we are told by Martini, a Roman Catholic priest, who was in 
China at the time of the conquest by the Tartars, that at the capture of 
Canton in 1647, one hundred thousand men, women, and children were 
butchered; and it is calculated that Commissioner Yeh, who died in 
Calcutta while our prisoner, during his government of Canton beheaded 
60,000 people; and human victims are now sacrificed to smear Tartar 
standards with their blood. 

The rebels profess Christianity, and many among the common soldiers, 
even the illiterate, can repeat certain Christian dogmas. In their pro- 
clamations the Taepings call Christians their brethren, and invite them to 
atmity and to the establishment of commercial relations. How is it. then, 
hat these overtures are rejected—that the rebels are called bloodthirsty, 
desolating brigands, and that the British authorities are prompted to assist 
the Tartars in their extermination? The truth is, that whatever the pretext 
for our wars with China, the chief object was to compel the Tartar Govern- 
ment to legalise our opium tratfic. That object was realised by the recent 
‘Treaty signed at Peking ; but unexpected obstructions now arise from the 
rebels, which the Tartar Government has no power to remove, without the 
aid of British troops. An interdict to the use of opium and spirits has 
been made a religious ordinance by the ‘laepings, and the 
Rev. Mr. Griffith John, who was some time in Nankin, states that 
there was not an opium or spirit shop visible in the city, In 
ase we pursue our former policy we shall have to goto war with the 
Taepings to compel them to legalise the introduction of opium into their 
territories; and this eventuality seems more than probable, unless there is 
such a strong expression of opinion by the tax-payers of England as may 
deter the British authorities from involving us in a new calamity. The 
Rey, Missionaries Griffith John, Muirhead, Edkins, Cox, Mills, Allen, 
Lambuth, and others, have thrown some light on the religious, civil, and 
social condition of the rebel movement; and on the 24th of Kebruary last 
the Rev. J. L. Roberts, an American Baptist missionary who has been 
thirty years in China, and is now permanently resident in Nankin, in reply to 
queries put to him, showed that the present military strength of the rebels 
was sufficiently formidable to induce us seriously to calculate the cost of a 
war with them—putting out of consideration what the Bishop of Victoria, 
in his letter to the Archbishop of Canterbury, dated Shanghai, the 18th 
October, 1858, designates “the wickedness of our interfering between the 
rebels and the Tartara."—I am, &c., W. H. Syezs.

COTTON MANUFACTURES, 


The astounding Sercopment of the British cotton manufacture of late 
years probably surpasses the conceptions generally formed on the subject. 
‘Thus, the value of the cotton goods exported in 1843 was £16,254,000, 
and of the cotton yarn 47,193,971. Three years later, in 1846, tho 
totals had risen to £17,717,778 and £7,882,048 respectively ; in 1849, to 
£20,071,046 and £6,704,089 ; in 1852, to £23,223,432 and £6,654,655; 
in 1855, to £27,578,746 and £7,200,395 ; in 1858, to £33,421,843 and 
£9,579,479 ; and last year, to £42,141,505 and £9,870,875. In the first 
half of the eighteen years the value of the exports of cotton goods was, 
in round numbers, £230,000,000, and in the second half £340,000,000, 
showing an increase of nearly forty-eight per cent. in the latter period 
over the former. In the next twenty years, at this rate of increase, Lan- 
cashire will receive as much for 
National Debt. It is worthy of remark that, while the value of the goods 
exported appears to have increased during the last nine years forty-eight 
per cent., the quantity of the raw material imported has increased fifty- 
eight per cent, the difference being probably accounted for by increased 
domestic consumption, 


Tue Sanpwick Istawns.—The Archbishop of Canterbury having 
consented, in compliance with the request of the King of the Sandwich 
Islands, to consecrate a bishop for the superintendence of a Church of 
England mission in his dominions, the Society for the Propagation of the 
Gospel in Foreign Parts, of which the Archbishop is President, have 
resolved to grant a sum of £300a-year in aid of that mission, to be applied 
to the maintenance of three clergymen, who will be required to minister 
especially to the British subjects on the islands, and to British sailors fre 
quenting the ports. The Rev. Thomas Nettleship Staley, M.A., for- 
merly Fellow of Queen’s College, Cambridge, and subsequently Tutor at 
St. Mark's, Chelsea, who has been nominated to the bishopric, will be 
consecrated as soon as all the necessary preliminary arrangements can be 
made. The seat of the bishopric will be at Honolulu, and the mission 
will be reinforced by three clergymen, who will be sent to act under the 
direction of the Bishop by the Episcopal Church in America.

Rear-Admiral Sir Henry Keppel, K.C.B., has arrived from the Cape. 
Tt is reported in naval circles that the gallant officer denies that he ten- 
dered his resignation to the Lords of Admiralty, but states that he 
was ordered home from his command. ‘The popularity of Rear-Admiral 
Sir Henry Keppel and his late Flag-Captain in the navy is generally ad- 
mitted, and it is, therefore, to be regretted that the Admiralty did not 
sanction their return to England in the Forte, instead of handing her 
‘over to strange officers. The consequences, as might easily have been 
foreseen, have been of a most untoward character. By last accounts 
from the station we hear that no less than eighty seamen had run from 
the ship. The petty officers were also dissatisfied and we hear that, prior 
to the arrival of the Emerald with the new Admiral, they prepared Sir 
Henry for the events which have since occurred, although, as might have

Monetary and Commercial. 





It appears that it is not the intention of Government to 
take any steps in reference to the Red Sea cable until some 
decision has been arrived at by the Treasury as to the guarantee 
which they at present pay to the company. ‘The report of Sir 
Charles Bright, mentioned in a previous issue, cannot, therefore, 
for the present be acted on. 

The Malacca, with the Jast portion of the cable to connect 
Maltawith Alexandria, left Plymouth on the 25th for Malta. The 
Government Engineer, Mr. Forde, proceeded by yesterday’s mail 
to Malta to complete the laying of the line. A full and inte- 
resting notice of this line will be found in another column, 

The bar silver brought by the West India steamer has been 
disposed of at 604d. per oz., being the same price as that ob- 
tained for the last arrival. 


‘The directors of the Agra and United Service Bank have an- 
nounced un ad interim dividend of £2. 10s. per share for the 
half-year ending in June, being at the rato of 10 per cent. per 
annum. 

The directors of the Chartered Mercantile Bank of India, 
London, and China, have declared a dividend for the half-year 
ending in June at the rate of 10 per cent. per annum, free of 
income-tax. 

The China and Japan Steam Company kave issued notices 
calling for applications for a Marine Manager in China. Several 
Commandera who have been in the China Trade, who are at 
present in this country, have applied for the office. 

A floating dock for Sourabaya has been shipped by the 
Roslla from Glasgow, weighing 600 tons, and valuedat £6,000. 
By the same vessel thore is also a quantity of steam and other 





machinery valued at £1,700. There is also on board the 
O'Thyen, for Batavia, from Liverpool, 8 quantity of cotton seed 
from New Orlegns. 

On the Ching coolie trade to Cuba we find the following in 
an American paper :— 

“Havana, July 22.—Entered on the 20th, the Bremen ship Fides, 
Arfmann, from Macao, in 128 days, with 252 Chinese on board, contract 
labourers for eight years in Cuba, When their Prcsest contracts expire 
they are obliged to re-contract, to leave the island, or be confined to 
labour on the public works the same as convicts, The police measure has 
been rendered necessary to sare the community from the plundering dis- 
postion of this clase witen left in idleness, and which bas led to a vant 
increase of crime in the island ; although it is not in conformity with the 
specious contracts by which they are induced to emigrate. ‘The deaths 
are not reported, but peoausaed: to be large, as the tonnage capacity of 
the ship would admit the taking on board of only 300.” 

And in a West Indian paper the following appears on the 
condition of Chinese labourers :— 

“In Trinidad it was noticed that the Chinese immigrants were marry- 
ing Creole women, and but very few of them seemed disposed to retura 
to the homes of their birth. Within the year thirty-two coolies under in- 
denture had purchased their time, and 1,456, whose time had expired, 
entered into new contracts, with a premium of from £2. 10s. to £8. Very 
many of them have extensive provision grounds, and make from £6 to £7 
per month, while others are equally successful with retail shops.” 

On the Financial Budget of France the Money Market Review 
says :— 

“ The expenditure amounts to the colossal sum of £78,790,000 sterling, 
being some 49,000,000 in excess of the indefensibly large expenditure of 
our own Government. ‘The surplus—£172,000—is purely a paper one. It 
is arranged in this fashion merely for the sake of making a decent appear: 
ance. It is hard to recal to mind any French Budget which did not exhibit 
on paper an equilibrium, or, more generally, a surplus, although the addition 
to the debt of France has gone on, ever since the accession of the present 
Emperor, at a rate unexampled in history, save in our own case when we 
were engaged in a death-struggle with his uncle.” 


NEW LEAD FOR TEA-CHESTS, 

A great improvement and saving in cost has been effected 
in tea lead by the introduction of Wilmhurst’s patent machine 
for cutting or turning metal foil. The Assam Company have 
adopted the system for the manufacture of all the lead foil they 
use in packing tea, the foil being made in this country, and sent 


abrond for asceunost ip packages. The Assam Company lone ex- 


the lead-foil used by the Indian tea-growers is madé here ;" buf 
the Chinese growers use foil made on the spot by a very labo- 
rious and upmechanical process, as any one may sce who in- 
spects the texture of a Chinese tea-chest lining. The Chinese, 
as usual, are slow to appreciate the new invention ; but from the 
fact of the company being able to supply their lead at £35 per 
ton, less an export discount of 5 to 15 per cent., while rolled 
lead costs £48 to £52, it can be only a question of time to see 
the new and cheaper article generally adopted. By the new 
process, the action of the cutting knife causes a closing of the 
pores of the metal and a consequent increase in strength and 
power to resist the air, &c, The committee of Lloyd’s have 
examined the article and given a most favourable report on it. 
They even hold out hopes that thoy will be able to make a 
differential rate in favour of tea packed in this lead. Ship- 
ments have already been made to China on speculation, and 
realised the very handsome profit of £20 and £22 per ton.

MANCHESTER MARKET. 
‘The market remains without material improvement since the beginning: 


of the week. There are, however, afew exceptional indications of greater 
activity. In piece-goods adapted for the Eastern trade manufacturers find 
some revival of demand. The prices offered are at least 1d. per Rises 
lower than the quotations of the producers, but there seems to have been 
a small sale on terms of mutual concession. In nearly all kinds of cloth 
the absence of business is very evident, but there is no avowed departure 
from the rates current on Tuesday. The transactions in the yarn market 
are also of limited extent. Water twist is in better demand for Ger- 
many and China, but the sales are few, because the prices which buyers 
are willing to pay are generally below the figures that spinners could jos 
now accept. The continued upward movement of cotton obliges sellers 
to stiffen or raise their prices, but they do not meet with much success 
in establishing any advance, and scarcely any business can be done. 
Mr. S. Mendel, in his circular of the 20th inst., says :—‘ There is no 
inquiry for either yarns or goods to-day the market is very tame, 
and prices are generally‘irregular and weaker.”
